OSBORNE NEWS CONFERENCE 


Beginning Aug. 23, and every game-week Tuesday thereafter, Nebraska head 
coach Tom Osborne will have 4 news conference in the first-floor lounge in the 
South Stadium Office Building, (NOTE: There will be no news conference on Sept. 
13 because of an open date the following Saturday). Other than on the field after 
practice each day, the Tuesday news conference will be the only time during the 
week that Coach Osborne will be available to the media. 

The news conference will! begin at 12 noon (Central time) following a sandwich 
buffet lunch, which will be available at 11:30 a.m. The conference will end by 1 
p.m. 

Out-of-town media wishing to take part in the conference via telephone must 
make arrangements through the Sports Information Office (402-472-2263) by 3 
p.m. on the Monday preceding the press conference. A limited number of lines is 
available and, in the event that demand exceeds supply, priority will be given to 
those who have requested credentials to that week's game. 


PRESS BOX CREDENTIALS & SERVICES 


The University of Nebraska football press box is located on the west side of Me- 
morial Stadium and features an outstanding view of the game, and complete services 
such as elevator, pre-game and post-game information, statistics, play-by-play, food 
and refreshments. Telephones may be installed at each seat for reporters desiring to 
file by phone, telecopier or video display terminal (VDT). Telecopier service is avail- 
able. Writers wishing to utilize telecopier service should request it when they request 
credentials. The service will cost $35 per game, $25 (check payable to the University 
of Nebraska), and $10 (cash) to the operator. 

When writing for credentials, please inform the NU Sports Information Office how 
you will file the game story. 

As a general rule, working space in the Nebraska press box is allotted on the 
following basis: (1) daily newspaper writers covering for Sunday publication; (2) sports 
editors of Nebraska daily newspapers; (3) radio personnel for an originating broadcast; 
(4) official school daily. one seat and/or one sideline only; (5) approved special cov- 
erage; (6) press and TV working photographers. Weekly press representatives and non- 
originating radio representatives cannot be accommodated in the press box because 
of space limitations. Free-lance and amateur photographers are not eligible for media 
credentials, 

Visiting newsmen may get tickets al the South Stadium press will-cal] window. No 
credentials will be mailed during the week of the game. All special requests should 
be directed to Don Bryant, Sports Information Director, 103 South Stadium Bldg., 
University of Nebraska, Lincoln, Nebraska 68588. Phone: 402/472-5959. 

Photographers must secure photo bibs (season photo bibs will be issued to pho- 
tographers who have credentials for all games) in the press box before games, Cutline 
writers or equipment carriers are not permitted on the sidelines, per Big Eight rules, 
Photographers and those with credentials other than press box seat assignments will 
not be admitted to the press box except for the pregame lunch or to acquire sideline 
photo bibs, and may not gather in the press box at halftime or during the second half. 


PRESS TICKET WILL-CALL, 
ELEVATOR LOCATION 


Press, radio and TV credentials will be left at the will-call window in 
the Memorial Stadium Office Building at the south end of the stadium. 
Memorial Stadium press box elevators are located just south of West 


Stadium middle or main entrance. You must show your press box credentials 
in order to board the elevators. 

If there is a ticket problem, ask the elevator ticket guard to phone Don 
Bryant, Tom Simons or Chris Bouma in the press box. 

All persons with press credentials of any type should enter the gate 
marked "PRESS" on the west side. If it is necessary to leave and return, 
use the same gate and get stamped. No one will be admitted with a torn 
ticket only. 


NEBRASKA LOCKER ROOM POLICY 


The University of Nebraska post-game policies conform to NCAA and Big Eight 
Conference efforts to assist the news media in coverage of Cornhusker football. 

In 1988, the following rules will apply (no change from 1987): 

—Only coaches, players and staff members will be admitted to the tunnel and 
locker room after games. 

—Coach Tom Osborne and Husker players will be available for interviews 10 
minutes after they enter the locker room. 

—wNo cameras—television or still—will be permitted in the dressing, shower 
and toilet areas. Post game pictures and T'V interviews will be available in the 
First Floor Lounge of the South Stadium building. 

—No members of the media or the public are permitted in the dressing, shower 
and toilet areas of University of Nebraska locker rooms. News media members will 
be admitted to all other areas of post-game activity, and players and coaches will 
be made available in the interview room upon request. 

—No children are permitted in the post-game interview areas and/or the locker 
room. 

—Media admittance to the South Stadium Building interview areas will be by 
game credentials only. Media members may enter the post-game interview lounge 
through the door at the southeast corner of the stadium office building, or the 
main entrance of the building. 


PHOTO DAY 


Nebraska's annual Photo Day will be held Friday, August 5, at 
1 p.m, on the Memoria! Stadium playing field,

PRESS PARKING 


Press parking is located at 10th and T Streets south of the South Memorial 
Stadium Office Building, No car will be admitted to the press lot later than 
1 hour and 15 minutes before game time because of traffic congestion. No 
cars will be admitted without a press parking pass. 


BIG EIGHT SIDELINE CONTROL 
POLICIES FOR 1988 


The Big Eight Conference maintains a strict sideline control 
policy in an effort to keep the playing area as clear of people as 
possible. 


All sideline photographers must have photo bibs and creden- 
tials (media tag), Photo bibs can be picked up in the press box 
prior to game time—providing photographers have made prior 
arrangements—by photographers with single-game credentials, 
Photographers with season credentials will be issued one bib for 
the season. 


The 1987 Big Eight sideline control policy: 

(1) Only those photographers on assignment, including student 
and freelance photographers, are given credentials, Each stu- 
dent publication shall be limited to one press and/or one 
sideline photo pass. 


(2) Only those papers with Sunday and/or daily editions are 
eligible for sideline passes. (Special requests shall be sub- 
mitted to the sports information director for his review but 
such requests, if honored, will be limited to one photo pass.) 


(3) Cutline writers, equipment carriers, and/or other so-called 
“assistants” will not be allowed on the sideline. 


(4) Photographers must display their credentials (credential and 
photo bib) at all times. If not, they will be asked to leave 
the stadium. 

(5) University personnel are to be deployed on the sidelines to 
insure that all credentials are properly displayed and to 
watch for any abuse of privileges by photographers, Those 
possessing coaches’ sideline (bench) badges must remain 
inside the team bench area (between the 25-yard lines). 
Photographers may not enter the bench area (between the 
25-yard lines) at any time. 

Photographers are not permitted to congregate in the writer's 
section of the Press Box during halftime.

1988 Nebraska Outlook

During the past 26 years, Nebraska has enjoyed good” football teams. So good, 
in fact, that the Cornhuskers have been ranked in the top 10 in 24 of those years, 
and for the past 10 years in succession. 

Each year, it seems, the question is not, “Will Nebraska be good?”’, but rather, 
“How good will Nebraska be?” 

That's about the situation for 1988. 

Most everyone from the fan at Barry’s Bar to Head Coach Tom Osborne expects 
the 1988 Cornhusker team to be another "'good" one, But most everyone—including 
Osborne—wonders just “how good?" 

Main reason for puzzlement on the “How good?" point stems from spring 
practice, which featured the absence of a number of standout players who could 
make considerable difference this fall. 

Pesky injuries sidelined All-America quarterback Steve Taylor, academic All- 
America safety Mark Blazek, tight end heir-apparent Todd Millikan, ace cornerback 
Charles Fryar and veteran running back Tyreese Knox, to mention a few. 

Among the others who missed considerable action were Ray Valladao, starting 
defensive tackle candidate; star wingback and kick-returner Dana Brinson; letter- 
man running back Ken Clark; defensive tackle candidate Kent Wells and tight end 
candidate Chris O'Gara, 

“Overall, we had a good spring and none of the injuries or other problems 
should have a carry-over effect,"’ Coach Osborne said. ‘We were disappointed that 
we were missing a lot of the more experienced players, but on the other hand they 
Lr rags didn't need as much work as the younger players, so there is a positive 
side.” 

There are a couple of other reasons to wonder ‘How good?" Both starting tackles 
and the middle guard are gone from the 1987 defensive line. Neil Smith was a 
first-round NFL choice, while Tim Rother went in the fourth round. Middle guard 
Lawrence Pete elected to pass up his final year of competition, so the 1988 de- 
fensive line will have a completely new look. 

Then there is the schedule, which could prove most interesting. The Huskers 
will become the first repeat Kickoff Classic participant when they meet Texas A&M 
in Giants Stadium at the Meadowlands on August 27. Both teams expect to be 
“good,” and both teams (and coaches) are wondering just “how good?" their 
opponents are going to be. 

The Cornhuskers will take 52 lettermen to the Meadowlands, including five 
offensive starters among the 25 with offensive experience, as well as five defensive 
starters and 19 other defenders with considerable game experience. Also on hand 
will be veteran punter John Kroeker and ace place-kicker Chris Drennan. 

That solid base of talent and experience lends support to the belief the Huskers 
will be “good."’ But it will take fall camp and the Kickoff Classic to provide more 
insight on “How good?" 

A quick check of the Nebraska offense indicates, in Osborne's guestimate, a 
“reasonably good”’ offensive line. Depth may be lacking early, but left tackle Bob 
Sledge and left guard Andy Keeler are outstanding veterans. Toss in the Big Eight's 
most impressive center, Jake Young, and the nucleus of another fine line is ap- 
parent. John Nelson and Doug Glaser, both lettermen, probably will man the other 
guard and tackle spots, respectively, and both are capable of rapid development. 
Jeff Anderson is a veteran deep snapper and back-up center, and can [ill at either 
tackle.

Quarterbacking responsiblity rests with Taylor and depth development is a top 
priority. 

The receiving corps of Morgan, Gregory, Chip Bahe, Tim McCoy and Dana 
Brinson, Richard Bell and Jamie Worden is flush with speed and experience, and 
sophomore Nate Turner can be a standout at either split end or wingback. 

Osborne is candid about the tight end situation, terming it the “biggest prob- 
lem.”’ Here’s his assessment; “If Todd Millikan is 100 percent, he is the caliber 
player to be All-Big Eight. However, if he can’t go, and Chris O'Gara (shoulder 
surgery), is slow in healing, we've got a problem." 

The kicking game with Kroeker, Drennan and Greg Barrios appears solid and 
there are some outstanding return people on hand, Brinson, Gregory, Bell and 
Terry Rodgers are all outstanding in that department. 

Rodgers, the son of 1972 Heisman winner Johnny Rodgers, had a fine spring 
at [-back and also figures in that picture, Knox and Clark will have the inside track 
when fall camp opens and help may also come from Leodis Flowers, a redshirt 
freshman. 

Fullback chores will be handled by lettermen Bryan Carpenter and Sam Schmidt, 
both of whom had good springs. 

Defensively, the 1988 Cornhuskers appear strong in three areas—inside and 
outside linebacker and the secondary. 

Spring practice results indicate Thomas, Jeff Mills, Kurt Broer, Jon Marco and 
Mike Croel all logged very good grades at outside linebacker, making this spot 
outstanding. The same assessment can be applied to the inside corps, led by All- 
America candidate LeRoy Etienne, Randy Jobman and Pat Tyrance. In short, there 
is quality and depth at linebacker. 

The Husker secondary can be impressive, too. Starters Lorenzo Hicks, Fryar 
and Blazek return, and Osborne was “very pleased" with Reggie Cooper al strong 
safety in the spring, Tim Jackson will be one of the better free safeties around and 
Marvin Sanders will doa good job at either free or strong safety. John Custard and 
Tahaun Lewis are lettered standouts at cornerback, so the secondary has solid 
potential. 

The situation is not that rosy up front, where no starters are on hand. Mike 
Murray, who did a good job as sophomore in 1987, has been installed as middle 
guard, But he’s the only proven player. Willie Griffin, Valladao, Paul Brungardt 
and Wells have all lettered and will scrap it out in fall camp for the tackle jobs. 

Once again, in keeping with the Nebraska tradition, there is every indication 
that the 1988 Nebraska Cornhuskers will be a good" team, contend for the Big 
Eight title, a top 10 spot and make a run at the national championship. 

But the question of “‘How good?" remains unanswered. Which is why the 
college football season is so much fun. 


NOTING THE HUSKERS 


RETURN TO THE KICKOFF CLASSIC; [In 1988, Nebraska becomes the first team 
to repeat as a participant in the Kickoff Classic. The Huskers will take on Texas 
A&M in the sixth annual Giants Stadium affair on Saturday, Aug. 27. Nebraska 
also played in the first Kickoff Classic, beating defending national champion Penn 
State, 44-6, in the 1983 game. 


HUSKERS CELEBRATE 99TH SEASON IN 1988: Nebraska will open its 99th year 
of intercollegiate football when the Huskers take on Texas A&M in the Kickoff 
Classic. It all started with a pair of shutout wins over the Omaha YMCA and Doane 
College in the 1890-91 school year, and Nebraska has since gone on to become one 
of the winningest schools in the country, posting a 98-year mark of 622-278-39 
for a .683 winning percentage. The lion's share of that success has come in the 26 
years of the Bob Devaney-Tom Osborne era, The only coaches ever to post 100 
wins back-to-back at the same school, Devaney (101-20-2 in 11 years) and Osborne 
147-34-2 in 15 years) have guided Nebraska to a combined mark of 248-54-4 in 
the last 26 seasons. That's good for an .817 winning percentage, best in the nation 
over that period. 


NEBRASKA EYES NCAA MARK FOR CONSECUTIVE WINNING SEASONS: Ne- 
braska’s 10-2-0 record in 1987 marked the Huskers’ 26th-consecutive winning 
season, dating to a 3-6-1 campaign in 1961—the year before Bob Devaney arrived 
in Lincoln. That ties the NCAA record for consecutive winning seasons, and, if 
Coach Tom Osborne's troops come through as expected in 1988, Nebraska will 
break the mark originally set by Penn State from 1939-64 and first tied by Alabama 
from 1958-83. 


NINE-WIN STREAK AT 19 YEARS: The Huskers’ 10-2-0 mark last season also 
marked Nebraska's 19th-consecutive season with al least nine victories, the longest 
current streak in the country. The last time Nebraska finished with fewer than nine 
wins was 1968, when the Huskers went 6-4-0. However, the freshman class in 
1968-69 (e.g., QB Jerry Tagge, DT Larry Jacobson), became a major part of back- 
to-back national championships in 1970 and 1971. 


TOP 10 STREAK AT 18 YEARS: Nebraska's No. 6 ranking in the final United 
Press International and Associated Press polls last season marked the Huskers’ 
18th-straight appearance in at least one wire-service final top 10. 


NINETEEN-STRAIGHT YEARS IN THE BOWLS: A Jan. 1, 1988, date vs. Florida 
State in the Sunkist Fiesta Bowl extended Nebraska strong of consecutive bow! 
appearances to 19, the longest current streak in the nation. 


172-STRAIGHT GAMES IN THE SCORING COLUMN: By scoring in all 12 games 
in 1987, Coach Tom Osborne's Cornhuskers ran to 172 the string of games in which 
they have scored—a school record and the third-longest current string in the 
country. The last time Nebraska was shutout was 27-0 at Oklahoma in 1973. 
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SELLOUT STREAK TO REACH 161: With all six home games sold out for 1988, 
Nebraska will run its NCAA-record string of consecutive home sellouts to 161 this 
fall. The last time the Huskers weren't sold out at home was Oct, 20, 1962, when 
30,701 tickets were sold in then-31,080-seat Memorial Stadium for Nebraska's 26- 
6 win over Kansas State. The current string started Nov. 3, 1962, when the Huskers 
drew 36,501 for a 16-7 loss to Missouri, one of two defeats in Coach Bob Devaney's 
inaugural 9-2-0 season at Nebraska, 


OSBORNE AND UCLA: Tom Osborne’s first game as a head coach was Nebraska's 
40-13 win over UCLA in Lincoln in 1973, Eleven years later, he posted his 100th 
coaching victory in a 42-3 win over Bruins at the Rose Bowl in Pasadena. With 
the addition of the Kickoff Classic in 1988, he'll have a chance to get win No, 150 
in the Huskers' Sept. 10 game against the Bruins at the Rose Bowl—IF Nebraska 
can get by both Texas A&M and Utah State before heading for the West Coast. If 
UCLA wins its season-opener vs, San Diego State, Bruin Coach Terry Donahue 
will be going for his career win No. 100 vs. Nebraska. 


VETERAN LEFT SIDE: Nebraska's offense could be somewhat “‘left-handed"’ in 
1988, what with the return of starting left tackle Bob Sledge, starting left guard 
Andy Keeler, and starting center Jake Young, That's the most returning starters the 
Huskers have had in the offensive line since 1984, when three also returned, also 
all on the left side (tackle Mark Behning, guard Harry Grimminger, center Mark 
Traynowicz). 


VETERAN SECONDARY: The Huskers' defensive secondary has even more of a 
veteran hue than the offensive line, with the return of three of four of last year's 
first-teammers. Back are left-cornerback Lorenzo Hicks, right cornerback Charles 
Fryar and academic All-America safety Mark Blazek, That is the most returning 
starters Nebraska has had in the seondary since 1984 when all four starters returned 
from 1983—cornerbacks Neil Harris and Dave Burke, and safeties Mike Mc- 
Cashland and Bret Clark. 


CHANGE IN TERMINOLOGY: Those familiar with Nebrska football! will note that 
here are no longer and DE’s on the depth chart or roster, but they will find OLB’s. 
The reason is that the postion once called “defensive end’ is now known as 
“outside linebacker."" No, the Huskers haven't changed their defensive set, it's just 
a change in terminology reflecting the “stand-up” stance of the players outside 
the defensive tackles. Former Nebraska ‘‘defensive ends” who became “‘lineback- 
ers" in the pros include players like Willie Harper and Jimmy Williams. A rose 
by any other name...

As a sophomore in 1986, Steve Taylor established himself as one of the top 
option quarterbacks in the country as he rushed for 537 yards and nine touchdowns 
in leading the Huskers to a 10-2-0 record and a No. 5 national ranking, As a junior 
in 1987, he established himself as one of the top all-around quarterbacks in the 
country as he led Nebraska to another 10-2-0 finish and a No. 6 final ranking, in 
the process earning All-America honors from the Football News and consensus 
All-Big Eight recognition. In 1988, he'll be a top candidate for consensus All- 
American and the Heisman Trophy. Taylor started his junior season by rushing 
for 157 yards against Utah State, a single-game record for a Nebraska quarterback, 
then laid to rest any doubt about his passing ability the following week vs, UCLA. 
When the third-ranked Bruins’ defense held the second-ranked Huskers’ high- 
powered rushing attack to a season-low 117 yards, Taylor responsed with one of 
the top passing performances ever for a Nebraska quarterback, as he completed 10 
of 15 passes for 217 yards and five touchdowns in leading the Huskers to a 42-17 
lead on their way to a 42-33 win. The five TD passes broke the old Nebraska record 
and tied the Big Eight Conference mark set in 1938 by Ralph Miller of Kansas 
against Washburn (Miller, of course, has gone on to become one of the nation's 
most successful college basketball coaches, and heads into his final year at Oregon 
State in 1988-89). Taylor's performance vs. UCLA earned him the first of two- 
straight Big Eight offensive player-of-the-week awards. In the Huskers’ third game, 
he rushed for 122 yards and two TD's and passed for 69 yards and another score 
as he led Nebraska to a 35-28 win at Arizona State. A four-TD-pass effort at Missouri 
later in the season was another standout performance. Taylor finished the year 
with 659 rushing yards, a single-season record for a Husker quarterback, while 
completing 57 of 123 passes (46.3 percent) for 902 yards and 13 TD's, with nine 
interceptions. He goes into his senior year ranked 10th in career passing at Nebraska 
(1,748 yards), fifth in career touchdown passes (tied at 19), seventh in career total 
offense yards (3,047) and 22nd overall in career rushing yards (1,299, 18 yards 
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short of Turner Gill's quarterback record of 1,317), His eight rushing TD's last year 
increased his career total to 19, another NU quarterback record. The Huskers’ 
fastest-ever quarterback (4.54 in the 40), he has been the team's second-leading 
rusher each of the last two years. He's also been an outstanding bowl-game per- 
former for Nebraska, As a freshman, he came off the bench in the fourth quarter 
and almost brought the Huskers back from a 27-14 deficit in a 27-23 loss to Mich- 
igan in the 1986 Fiesta Bowl. A year later, he was named the most-valuable-player 
in the 1987 Sugar Bowl, where he completed 11 of 19 passes for 110 yards and a 
TD, and rushed for 63 yards and another score in the Huskers’ 30-15 win over 
LSU. Back in the Fiesta Bowl last Jan. 1, he completed seven of 14 passes for 142 
yards, and rushed for 75 yards, including a 2-yard TD run. Although a late TD 
gave Florida State a 31-28 win over the Huskers, Taylor again nearly pulled out 4 
miracle, but his 56-yard pass to split end Morgan Gregory, which carried to the 
Seminole 2-yard line in the closing minutes, was called back on a illegal procedure 
penalty. He missed much of spring practice, including all major scrimmages, be- 
cause of a pulled thigh muscle, but the injury should have no carry-over effect in 
the fall. Steve's 1986 Fiesta Bowl performance helped propel him into a starting 
job for the following season, and his first career start was a memorable performance. 
In a nationally-televised opener vs, Florida State, he completed 10 of 16 passes 
for 130 yards and two TD's, and rushed 12 times for 139 yards and two more TD's 
in the Huskers’ 34-17 win over the Seminoles, winning Sports Illustrated and CNN 
national offensive player-of-the-week honors. Three games later, he hit on nine of 
19 passes for 196 yards at South Carolina, and hit tight end Todd Millikan with 
an 11-yard TD strike with 1:26 left to give the Huskers a 27-24 win over the 
Gamecocks. As a freshman in 1985, he split time between the freshman and varsity 
teams. In four starts with the frosh before moving up to the varsity full time, he 
completed 19 of 32 passes (59,4 percent) for 425 yards and five TD's, with 218 
yards and seven TD's on the ground. As a senior for Coach Ray Hooper at San 
Diego Lincoln High School, Steve broke Heisman Trophy winner Marcus Allen's 
school total offense record by piling up 3,211 yards. He also topped Allen’s school- 
record per-carry rushing average with an 11.2 mark, and his pass-completion 
percentage bettered a school record held by Allen’s brother, Damon. He earned 
second-team AII-CIF honors as a senior and had his jersey No. 3 retired. Taylor 
played only his senior year at San Diego Lincoln after transferring from Fresno 
Edison when Hooper changed jobs. The son of Dulcena Taylor, Steve was born 
Jan. 7, 1967, at Fresno. He’s a speech communications major,

A first-team All-American on the Walter Camp Foundation team in 1987, Thomas 
recorded 73 total tackles last year, including a team-leading 41 unassisted stops. 
He’ll be a strong candidate for consensus All-America honors, as well as the 
Lombardi and Butkus Trophies, in 1988. Thomas had nine tackles for losses, 
totaling 58 yards, and was fifth in the Big Eight in sacks with six and a half for 
43 yards. He's the Huskers’ No. 2 returning tackler, behind senior strong-side 
linebacker LeRoy Etienne, who led the Huskers last year with 75 stops. Thomas 
caused two fumbles, recovered another, broke up three passes and had one inter- 
ception (vs. Kansas). A unanimous All-Big Eight pick for the second-straight year, 
he was a second-team All-American according to the Associated Press, United 
Press International and the Sporting News. Led or shared team lead in tackles 
three times in 1987 (eight at Arizona State, nine vs. Kansas, nine at Oklahoma 
State), but his season and career tackle high was 10 against Oklahoma. Also had 
nine tackles at Colorado, then contributed six stops, including a 7-yard sack in 
the Fiesta Bow! vs. Florida State. Has run a 4.76-second 40-yard dash. Thomas 
earned the first of his two All-Big Eight awards as a sophomore when he was the 
third-leading tackler on a Husker team that ranked second nationally in total 
defense, giving up 235.6 yards per game. His 58 tackles in 1986 placed him behind 
only senior linebackers Marc Munford (90) and Kevin Parsons (72), He had 41 
unassisted tackles as a sophomore, 11 for losses totaling 48 yards, and four of 
those were sacks for 17 yards in losses. He also set a Nebraska record by recovering 
six opponents’ fumbles, including a single-game record of three at Colorado. Thomas 
scored a touchdown against Oregon in 1986 when teammate Jeff Tomjack fumbled 
at the Ducks’ 4-yard-line after intercepting a pass, and Thomas picked it up and 
ran it in, A highly-recruited prospect at Houston Madison High School in 1985, 
Thomas moved up to the Husker varsity early that season and lettered as a reserve. 
He played in eight varsity games a freshman, recording 13 tackles, including eight 
unassisted stops and two quarterback sacks. He came off the bench at Kansas State 
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to lead the Huskers in tackles with nine, including a 12-yard sack. As a senior for 
Coach Bill Matischak at Houston Madison, Thomas was named defensive player- 
of-the-year by the Houston Post. The son of William and Linda Thomas, he was 
born Feb. 20, 1967, at Houston. His younger brother, William, will be a freshman 
defensive back at NU this fall. The Thomas brothers are nephews of Chicago Bears 
linebacker Mike Singletary. Broderick is a human development and family major. 
He is active in the national ‘‘Say no to drugs’ program, and has worked with 
process intervention at Lincoln General Hospital.

One of the hardest hitters on the Nebraska team, Etienne led the Huskers in 
tackles in 1987, recording 75 total, 39 unassisted, in 11 regular-season games. For 
that performance, he earned a spot on the Omaha World-Herald All-Big Eight team, 
a squad chosen by the conference coaches. He was a second-team pick by the 
Associated Press and United Press International, and will be a candidate for na- 
tional honors in 1988. Etienne (pronounced ay-TEE-enne) led or shared the team 
lead in tackles four times during the regular season in 1987, then led the Huskers 
again in the Fiesta Bow! vs. Florida State, when he had 10, including eight un- 
assisted, and was named Nebraska's player-or-the-game by NBC-TV. His other top 
tackle games were 13 vs. UCLA, 10 at Missouri and a career-high and team season- 
high 15 in the showdown vs. Oklahoma. His tackle total against the Sooners 
included 13 unassisted stops, also a career high and the single-game high for a 
Husker in 1987. In that game, he also had a fumble recovery, stopping an OU drive 
inside the Nebraska 10. He was NU’s defensive-player-of-the-week for that per- 
formance, and was named the Huskers’ player-of-the-game by CBS-TV. In another 
contest against a top-flight opponent, the transplant from Cajun country led the 
Husker defense with seven tackles vs. South Carolina. A 1985 recruit, he started 
three games for the freshman team that fall, then was called up to the varsity and 
lettered by playing in five games. As a sophomore in 1986, he was the alternate

One of five returning starters on defense, and one of three in the secondary, 
Blazek (pronounced BLAY-zek) missed all of spring practice with a pulled ham- 
string and may have some time to make up when practice resumes in August. He's 
slated for duty at both safety positions as a senior after starting at free safety in 
1987, when he led the Husker secondary in tackles with 45, the team in intercep- 
tions with three, and Big Eight defensive players in grade-point average with a 
3.957 in social science education. Those figures earned him a spot on the GTE/ 
CoSIDA Academic All-America team, as well as academic All-Big Eight laurels. 
Blazek's first two interceptions in 1987 were big plays in a pair of important early- 
season wins for the Huskers. At then-12th-ranked Arizona State, Sept. 26, he 
intercepted a Daniel Ford pass in the Nebraska end zone in the first quarter, keeping 
the Sun Devils from taking an early lead and setting up an 80-yard Husker touch- 
down drive which started NU toward a 35-28 win. The following week in Lincoln, 
Nebraska had rallied from a 21-13 deficit at the end of the third quarter to take a 
27-21 lead over South Carolina midway through the fourth period. The Gamecocks 
then drove to the Husker 35 and were threatening to retake the lead when Blazek 
picked off a Todd Ellis pass and returned it 46 yards to the USC 29, setting up

Possibly the most dangerous undecorated player in the country, Brinson ac- 
cumulated 990 all-purpose yards last year and averaged 12.1 yards every time he 
touched the ball, He was second in the Big Eight in kickoff returns (23.5), third 
in punt returns (10.1), and fifth in all-purpose yards, but didn't get a sniff when 
the all-conference ballots came in. He also caught 13 passes for 189 yards and a 
TD, and, with tight end Todd Millikan (13 catches, 287 yards, three TD's), tied for 
second on the team in receiving, They're the Huskers’ top returning pass-catchers. 
One of Nebraska's fastest players ever (4.37 in the 40), Brinson had two punt- 
return touchdowns as a junior—57 yards in the season opener vs. Utah State and 
52 yards in the Fiesta Bow! vs. Florida State. As a sophomore in 1986, he led 
Nebraska in receiving with 14 catches for 208 yards and one TD, led the Big Eight 
in all-purpose yards with 1,104 for a 101.3 per-game average, led the conference 
in per-carry rushing average at 7.7, and was seventh in the NCAA in punt returns 
at 12.2. A highly-regarded 1984 recruit, Brinson played only two games with the

One of the most-consistent place-kickers Nebraska has had, Drennan was 53- 
of-53 on PAT’s as a sophomore in 1987, breaking the school season record for 
PAT's without a miss of 38 set by Dale Klein in 1985. His 1.000 percentage was a 
school record for those with at least 40 attempts, breaking the old mark of .981 
set by Klein in 1986 (51-of-52). Drennan's 4 PAT kicks in the Fiesta Bow! tied the 
NU bowl-game record. The Huskers’ top returning scorer (71 points in 1987), the 
left-footed, soccer-style kicker was 6-of-8 on field goals last year, hit five-straight 
3-pointers at one point, and capped the regular season by connecting on the longest 
attempt of his career, a 50-yarder at Colorado. He was 4-of-5 from 40 yards or more 
as a sophomore. Drennan nearly won the place-kicking job away from Klein as a 
freshman in 1985, but Klein's then-NCAA-record 7-of-7 field-goal performance at 
Missouri got his job back and caused Drennan to take a redshirt year in 1986. 
Drennan, who turned down soccer scholarship offers from UCLA and Columbia, 
and an appointment to the U.S. Air Force Academy, booms kickoffs, too. Only 46 
of his 77 kickoffs were returned last year. Nebraska, in contrast, returned 25 of its 
opponents’ 34 kickoffs. As a senior at at Cypress High School in 1984, he connected 
on seven of nine field-goal attempts, including kicks of 51 and 52 yards. An all- 
county and all-conference selection in soccer, he scored 25 goals in 14 games. The 
son of Robert and Jacqueline Drennan, he was born Jan. 26, 1967, at Titusville, 
Fla. Chris is an accounting major.

The Huskers’ No. 1 punter the last two seasons, Kroeker 
averaged 44.8 yards on 12 punts in Nebraska’s final two regular-season games last 
year, raising his season average from 37.1 to a final mark of 39.7—fourth-best in 
the Big Eight and nearly identical to his sophomore average of 39.6. Against Ok- 
lahoma, he had one of the finer games for a Nebraska punter in recent years when 
he averaged 46.2 yards on nine punts, including his season's-longest of 56 yards.

Millikan and wingback Dana Brinson (13 receptions, 189 
yards, 1 TD) are Nebraska's top returning receivers, and, with Banderas and Ok- 
lahoma All-American Keith Jackson out of the college ranks, Millikan should have 
a shot at all-conference honors this season. Todd earned second-team All-Big Eight 
honors behind Jackson as a sophomore in 1986, laurels won by Banderas last 
season. Millikan’s top pass-catching performance in 1987 came in the 35-28 win 
at Arizona State, when he caught three passes for 62 yards.

When Jake Young took over as Nebraska’s starting center prior to the 1987 
season, he became the first natural sophomore to start in the offensive line for 
Nebraska in 14 years. Regarded as one of the best young offensive linemen the 
Huskers have had, he earned second-team All-Big Eight honors last year and seems 
destined for greater plaudits over the next two seasons. One of three returning 
offensive line starters, with left tackle Bob Sledge and left guard Andy Keeler, he's 
part of one of the most-experienced starting offensive lines at Nebraska in recent 
years, Last year, that trio helped power the Huskers to 373.5 rushing yards per 
game (third in the NCAA), 489.0 total-offense yards per game (second) and 38.5 
points per game (third). A fine student, he has a 3.329 grade-point average in 
finance, and he was named to the GTE/CoSIDA Academic All-District VII team. 
Young began practicing with the varsity during his first week on campus in August 
1986, and played guard for both the freshman and varsity teams that fall, earning 
enough varsity time as a reserve to become the first true freshman to letter in the 
Nebraska offensive line since freshman eligibility was reinstated in 1972. He switched 
to center in the spring of 1987, but broke a leg in the first week of spring drills. 
He was completely recovered when practice resumed in August, and won the 
starting job. An all-state offensive guard for Coach Jack Tayrien at Robert E. Lee 
High School in Midland, he led his team to a 10-3 record and a berth in the 
quarterfinals of the Class 5A playoffs in 1985. Jake is from the same high school 
as former Husker All-America tight end Junior Miller. The son of Jake and Barbara 
Young, he has a sister, Erin. Born March 22, 1968, at El Paso, Texas. 
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GEORGE ACHOLA,IB...19.., 5-10...190... 4 
Sophomore . .. Omaha, Neb. . . . (Creighton Prep H.S.) 


A sophomore I-back prospect, George Achola comes off a 1987 season in which 
he led the Husker freshman team in rushing (506 yards in five games) and scoring 
(six touchdowns for 36 points). In doing so, he set a freshman-leam season record 
with 93 rushing attempts, breaking the old mark of 91 set by Tim Wurth in 1976. 
His top rushing game was a 184-yard effort in the frosh finale vs. Waldorf College, 
his total helped by a 71-yard touchdown run, He is one of Nebraska's fastest I- 
backs, owning a 4.66-second 40-yard liming. A two-year all-state performer for 
Coach Tom Jaworski at Omaha Creighton Prep High School, Achola ran for 1,015 
yards and 16 touchdowns as a senior in 1986, as he led the Junior Jays to an 11- 
1 record and a second-straight state championship. As a junior in 1985, he rushed 
215 times for 1,333 yards and 15 touchdowns on a 12-0 team. The son of Paul and 
Helen Achola, he was born Sept. 3, 1968, at Nairobi, Kenya, His father is a professor 
at the University of Zambia. George, who is a general studies major, will celebrate 
his 20th birthday when the Huskers entertain Utah State, Sept. 3.

One of the most versatile players on the offensive line, Jeff Anderson could 
end up providing the Huskers with a good deal of their depth in the trenches. As 
he did throughout 1987, Anderson will handle deep snapping on punts and place- 
kicks, plus he'll move up to the alternate center spot behind returning starter Jake 
Young—and could also serve as a ‘‘swing”’ tackle, playing as the alternate on both 
the left and right sides. A 1984 walk-on, he started at center for the 4-1-0 Husker 
freshmen that fall, then redshirted in 1985, He was a non-lettered squadman in 
1986, then played in every game in 1987, including the Sunkist Fiesta Bow} vs. 
Florida State. One of the Huskers’ faster offensive linemen, he has a best of 5.21 
seconds in the 40, Anderson was all-conference and honorable-mention all-state 
for the late Hal Kuck at Norfolk High School, where he played center, defensive 
tackle and defensive end. He was named state player-of-the-week by the Omaha 
World-Herald during his junior season (1983) when he scored two touchdowns in 
two minutes while playing defensive tackle by recovering an opponent’s fumble 
in the end zone, then running back a blocked punt for a TD, The son of Bill and 
Charlene Anderson, he has two brothers.

Le Andre Anderson came to Nebraska without a scholarship in 1987, but quickly 
earned a starting defensive tackle spot on the Husker freshman team, and went 
on to lead the NU frosh in tackles with 29, 19 unassisted, After that performance, 
and a fine spring in 1988, he'll be on scholarship this fall and will start practice 
listed third at defensive right tackle behind Paul Brungardt and Kent Wells. An- 
derson walked on out of Chicago's Fenger High School, where he lettered four 
times as a defensive tackle and offensive guard for Coach Gregg Brooks (Fenger’s 
head coach in the mid-1960s by the way, was Charlie McBride, now Nebraska 
defensive coordinator). He also picked up four letters in wrestling. The son of 
Sadie Anderson, he has two brothers and three sisters, and was born Sept. 19, 
1968, at Chicago.

The transfer from Notre Dame lettered as a reserve left guard behind starter 
Andy Keeler and John Nelson last year, and moves up to the No. 2 spot in 1988 
after Nelson switched to the right side. Antonietti was recruited by Notre Dame 
as a nose tackle in 1984, but did not see game action, then switched to center in 
the spring of 1985 and was voted the Hering Award as the most improved of the 
Fighting Irish’s offensive players in spring practice. He saw action as a reserve in 
four games in 1985, then transferred to Nebraska and sat out the 1986 season. 
Antonietti was a prep All-American and all-state selection for Coach Bill Barz at 
Chicago's Mount Carmel High School, the same high school attended by starting 
middle guard Mike Murray and redshirt freshman split end Nate Turner. As a 
senior in 1983, Antonietti received the Tony Lawless Award as the most valuable 
player in the Chicago Catholic League (Turner won the award in 1986), then was 
honored as the wrestling MVP of the Catholic League and was voted academic 
wrestler of the year for the state of Illinois.

All-class, all- 
state split end for Coach Gerry Gdowski Sr. at Fremont High School, where his 
quarterback was Gerry Gdowski Jr—who goes into fall camp listed as the Huskers’

After sitting out 1987 in a redshirt year, Gregg Barrios came on strong in the 
spring and could give returning regular Chris Drennan a run for the place-kicking 
job. Barrios lettered as a freshman reserve in 1986, when he appeared in four 
varsity games, mostly for kickoffs, and he was successful on his only PAT. In four 
games with the 1986 freshman team, he kicked three PAT’s and two field goals. 
A 1986 walk-on, Barrios (pronounced bar-eeos) was a prep All-America and two- 
time all-state kicker for Coach Tom Jaworski at Omaha Creighton Prep High School, 
where he kicked for two state championship teams. The son of Frank and Margie 
Barrios, he was born April 11, 1968, at Offutt Air Force Base, Neb.

One of the top athletes on the Nebraska team, Richard Bell combines with 
returning starter Dana Brinson and letterman Jamie Worden to make wingback one 
of the Huskers’ strongest positions. He’ll go into fall camp in August listed at the 
top of the depth chart, but can expect stiff competition from the other two, A 
durable performer, Bell played in every contest last year, and made his first career 
start in the Sunkist Fiesta Bowl game vs, Florida State. He caught six passes for 
142 yards during the regular season, including a 78-yard touchdown pass from 
Steve Taylor with 1:12 left in the first half against South Carolina, giving the 
Huskers a 13-7 halftime lead on their way to a 30-21 win over the Gamecocks, 
That play was NU's longest pass of the 1987 season, and the 78 yards on that one 
play were the most for a Husker receiver in any game in the season. Later in the 
year, he scored on a 46-yard run vs. Kansas State. Anall-purpose threat, he averaged 
9.2 yards on 13 rushing attempts, returned four punts 43 yards, and one kickoff 
11 yards. He had no pass receptions or rushing attempts in the Fiesta Bowl, but 
had two punt returns for 37 yards, the first a 27-yarder to the Florida State 18, 
setting up a Keith Jones touchdown which gave Nebraska a 7-0 lead 5:29 into the 
game. Richard will return to his home territory this season when Nebraska visits 
UCLA for a Sept. 10 date at Pasadena’s Rose Bowl, which is just a few miles from 
his Altadena home. A 1985 recruit, Bell started at wingback for that fall's 5-0-0 
Husker freshman team, and led the team in receiving with five catches for 261 
yards and three touchdowns. He then redshirted in 1986 after he injured a knee 
in the spring and underwent arthoscopic surgery. He came back full speed in the 
spring of 1987, though, and went on to have a fine sophomore campaign. An all- 
state, and All-CIF quarterback as a senior at John Muir High School in 1984, Bell 
passed for 1,580 yards and 19 touchdowns, and rushed for 1,341 yards and 14 
touchdowns for Coach Jim Brownfield. In track, he ran a 47-second 440-yard dash 
as a junior. The son of Haymond and Barbara Bell, he was born March 3, 1967, at 
Los Angeles, Calif. Richard is a speech communications major.

Caliendo (pronounced CAL-ee-EN-do) 
saw action in five varsity games as a natural sophomore last year, recording seven 
tackles, including one for a loss of a yard.

A highly-recruited prep All-American at Omaha Central High School, Leodis 
Flowers redshirted as a freshman at Nebraska last fall, after injuring a knee in the 
1987 Nebraska Shrine Bowl, then missed most of spring practice with a shoulder 
injury. He should be healthy when practice resumes in August, and could be a 
factor at I-back. He ran a 4.65-second 40 yards last year, the second-fastest among 
NU I-backs, trailing only Terry Rodgers’ 4.64. Flowers earned All-America honors 
from Parade Magazine, Bally and Adidas as a senior for Coach William Reed in 
1986, and was a two-time All-American according to the Chicago Tribune. The 
Gatorade regional player-of-the-year as a senior, he rushed for 1,203 yards and 
scored 19 touchdowns, despite missing all of two games and half of two others 
due to injuries. Flowers also played basketball at Central and averaged 14 points 
per game as a senior.

A hard-luck performer to this point in his college career, Chris Garrett suffered 
a severely sprained ankle early in the 1987 season and missed the rest of the 
campaign after catching two passes for 21 yards for the Nebraska freshman team. 
He received a hardship year because of the injury and will be a freshman in 
eligibility again in 1988, but will have to come back from another injury—a dis- 
located shoulder suffered in the April 23 Spring Game after he had worked his 
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way up the depth chart to a spot on the first unit. Garrett is expected to be 100 
percent when practice resumes in August. He was a two-time All-West Texas and 
All-South Plains pick as a tight end and linebacker for Coach Dennis Tomlin at 
Snyder High School, where he was also a three-year starter in basketball. As a 
senior, he caught 15 passes for 201 yards and averaged eight tackles per game on 
the football field, and averaged 17 points and 13 rebounds per game on the bas- 
ketball floor.

After lettering as a reserve last year, Gerry Gdowski moves up to become the 
leading candidate as the alternate quarterback behind returning All-American Steve 
Taylor in 1988. Playing behind Taylor and Clete Blakeman in 1987, Gdowski 
(pronounced g’'DOW-ski) saw action in six games, in which he rushed for 131 
yards and two touchdowns on 18 carries, but, usually entering games in “‘mop- 
up" situations, he threw only two passes, completing one for eight yards. A 1986 
recruit, he led that fall's 4-1-0 Husker freshman team in rushing (269 yards, one 
TD on 55 attempts), passing (16 of 49 for 336 yards, one TD) and total offense (575 
yards). A solid performance the following spring moved him up to the third spot 
on the varsity and he has not redshirted. Gdowski was the Nebraska high school 
athlete-of-the-year in 1986, when he was an all-state gridder for the second time, 
and was an all-state basketball player. One of his teammates al Fremont High 
School was Husker split end Chip Bahe. Gerry is the son of Gerry Sr. and Carul 
Gdowski and has one brother and two sisters. Gerry Sr. was his football coach at 
Fremont. Gerry Jr. was born Aug, 9, 1967, at Kearney, Neb. He's an accounting 
major with a 3,640 grade-point average, 


DOUG GLASER, OT ...20.,.,6-7...295... Junior 0 
... Balch Springs, Texas (Mesquite H.S.)...1L 7 


One of the biggest players ever to wear the Nebraska uniform, Glaser has the 
potential to be one of the best. Like starting center Jake Young, also a junior, Glaser 
is a non-redshirt. He started at offensive right tackle for the 4-1-0 Husker freshman 
team in 1986, then played in every game as the alternate left tackle behind Bob 
Sledge as a true sophomore in 1987. Glaser (pronouned GLAY-ser) then moved 
back to the right side in the spring to replace graduated starter Keven Lightner. 
Doug was an all-district and All-Dallas/Fort Worth offensive tackle for Coach Rusty 
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Tallot at Mesquite High School, where he also lettered twice in track. He’s the son 


of Susan Glaser and has one sister, Sheri, and one brother, Toby. Doug was born 
May 24, 1968, at Dallas, Texas. Glaser majors in construction management.

MORGAN GREGORY, SE...20...6-0...185... Junior 
... Denver, Colo. (Manual H.S.).. . 1L 1 9g 


After a standout performance in the Sunkist Fiesta Bowl and what Coach Tom 
Osborne called a ‘fine spring,’’ Morgan Gregory heads into his junior season as 
the Huskers’ No. 1 split end. Gregory played in all 11 regular-season games last 
year as an alternate behind senior Rod Smith, catching six passes for 58 yards. 
During the Oklahoma game, Smith suffered what later proved to be a broken fibula, 
and was forced to miss the Sunkist Fiesta Bowl—where Gregory showed he would 
be someone to watch in the next two years. In the 31-28 loss to Florida State, he 
led Nebraska in receiving with three catches for 49 yards, all for first downs, two 
coming on third-down plays. The one catch that will be remembered most by 
Husker fans, though, will be the one that was called back, After the Seminoles 
had gone ahead by that 31-28 margin with 3:07 left in the game, Gregory caught 
a Steve Taylor pass in the left flat and sprinted 56 yards to the FSU 2-yard line. 
The play, however, was nullified by an illegal procedure penalty on NU, and the 
Huskers were unable to make up for it. Gregory also started for the injured Smith 
(bruised ribs) in the Oct. 24 Kansas State game, when he had a career-high four 
receptions for 39 yards, the four catches tying him with Smith for the NU single- 
game high in 1987. One of the top performers on Nebraska's 1986 freshman team, 
Gregory caught 16 passes for 336 yards and one TD, and had 520 all-purpose yards 
in five games, His top frosh performance was nine catches for 162 yards against 
the Pittsburg State junior varsity. Morgan is the son of former Nebraska fullback 
Ben “Pope” Gregory, who rushed for 1,062 yards and caught 36 passes for 456 
yards in 1965-66-67, and was a co-captain as a senior. The Gregorys are cousins 
of former Nebraska receivers coach Gene Huey (1977-86, now at Ohio State) and 
former Nebraska and NBA basketball star Stuart Lantz. Morgan, who has not red- 
shirted at Nebraska, was all-state on both offense and defense at Denver Manual 
High School in 1985, As a wide receiver, he caught 29 passes for 950 yards and 
13 TD's. Also an all-conference basketball player, he was offered a cage scholarship 
by New Mexico, The son of Ben and Bonnie Gregory, he was born in Lincoln on 
April 8, 1968. Morgan has a business administration major.

Griffin moved 
from tight end to defensive tackle in the spring of 1987, switched to middle guard 
in the fall, and now goes back to tackle. A 1984 recruit, he was the second-leading 
receiver on that fall's freshman team, catching five passes for 66 yards as a 6-2, 
250-pound tight end. He sat out the 1985 season, then played in nine regular 
season games in 1986, and caught three passes for 42 yards, including a 1-yard 
touchdown catch against Illinois.

SCOTT BALDWIN, RB-DB, 6-2, 190, Roselle, N.J.: Rushed for 1,368 yards for Coach 
Louis Grasso at Roselle High School in 1987, when he led Union County in scoring 
with 122 points. Set schoo! single-game rushing record with 368 yards while 
scoring five touchdowns against North Plainfield. All-conference, all-county, all- 
metro (Newark) and all-state in football, Won conference indoor track 400-meter 
dash with a 50,.49-second effort. 


ERNIE BELER, RB-DB, 5-11, 190, Bayonne, N.J.: A two-time league back-of-the- 
year on both offense and defense, Beler (pronounced BEE-ler) rushed for over 
1,000 yards and scored 23 touchdowns for Coach Don Ahern at Bayonne High 
Schoo) last fall. That is spite of being held out of the second half of several games 
against out-manned opponents. Playing inside linebacker, he was a three-time all- 
league selection. A two-time second-team all-state selection, he was selected to 
play in the New Jersey all-star game in July. 


JON BOSTICK, SE, 6-2, 185, Bellevue, Wash.: An all-state selection for Coach 
Rollie Robbins at Interlake High School, Bostick was named Washington player- 
of-the-year by the Seattle Post-Intelligencer. Caught 39 passes for 814 yards (a 20,9- 
yard average) and 16 touchdowns, and scored four touchdowns on kick returns 
for a school-record total of 20 TD's in 1987, Had punt-return TD's of 51 and 34 
yards, and kickoff-return TD’s of 78 and a school-record 99 yards. Had three school- 
record, four-TD games as a senior. Also played cornerback on defense and punted 
for Interlake, which earlier produced Curt Hineline, Nebraska's starting middle 
guard in 1980 and 1981

TYRONE BYRD, DB, 6-0, 175, Chandler, Ariz.; All-state and all-region for Coach 
Delvin Schutes at Chandler High School, Byrd was chosen to play in the Arizona 
prep all-star game in August. Selected by coaches as regional defensive player-of- 
the-year, he had eight interceptions as a senior. Returned 14 kickoffs 268 yards, 
and, as Chandler's starting quarterback, rushed 105 times for 355 yards and four 
touchdowns, completed 59 of 102 passes for 834 yards and eight touchdowns. 


STEVE CARMER, DB-DE, 6-1, 195, Wahoo, Neb.; All-class all-state for Coach Dick 
Tinglehoff at Class B Wahoo High School, Carmer had 65 total tackles, 30 unass- 
isted, in 1987, plus three fumble recoveries, one tackle for a safety, and a pass 
interception which he returned 65 yards for a touchdown. A running back on 
offense, he rushed 131 times for 1,077 yards and an 8,2 average, caught seven 
passes for 255 yards (a 36.4-yard average) and returned eight kickoffs 222 yards 
for a 27.7-yard average. Averaged 35.4 yards on 17 punts. Leading scorer (16.6 
ppg) on Wahoo’s Class B stale-champion basketball team. 


JEREMIAH CLARK, DT, 6-4, 220, Mesa, Ariz.: Playing defensive end for Coach 
Jim Rattay at Mesa High School, Clark led the state of Arizona in quarterback sacks 
with 19. Also blocked two field-goal attempts and broke up six passes. A two-year 
all-conference and all-region pick, he was all-state as a senior in 1987, Coach 
Rattay said Clark has run a 4,.77-second 40 yards, adding, ‘‘Speed has to be his 
biggest asset.”’ 


JASON DANIEL, OT, 6-3, 230, Midland, Texas: An All-South Plains selection for 
Coach Earl Miller at Robert E. Lee High School, Daniel also earned honorable- 
mention all-district honors on a team which finished 11-1. Danie! attended the 
same high school as Jake Young, who started at center as a sophomore for Nebraska 
in 1987, but he did not play on the same team as Young in high school. 


DARIN DUIN, DB, 6-2, 190, Fargo, N.D.: All-state and all-conference for Coach 
Dale Hertel at Fargo South High School, Duin was named North Dakota player-of- 
the-year by USA Today and was an honorable-mention All-America pick by the 
National High School Coaches Association. Rushed 165 times for 993 yards as a 
senior, the third-best one-season total ever at Fargo South, and caught 28 passes 
for 495 yards, the second-highest total ever at South. Scored 20 touchdowns and 
124 points in his career. Led South with three pass interceptions last season. Played 
four positions as a senior (wide receiver, tailback and fullback in South's I for- 
mation, and cornerback on defense) and returned kicks. In track, ran a 22,8-second 
200 meters and a 48.5-second 400 meters as a sophomore. 


MIKE GRANT, QB-DB, 6-2, 205, Brandon, Fla.; A three-year starter for Coach 
Larry Bass at Brandon High School, Grant led the suburban Tampa school to a 
combined 25-9 record from 1985 through 1987. Brandon ran the I-formation his 
first two years, then switched to the wishbone before his senior season. He was 
an all-conference pick as a sophomore. 


TRAVIS HILL, DE, 6-3, 210, Pearland, Texas: A two-time all-district choice for 
Coach Rod Ivy at Pearland High School, Hill was also twice named All-Missouri 
County and All-Greater Houston. As a junior, he helped Pearland into the state 
Class 5A playoffs. His schoo! did not keep defensive statistics. 
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TYRONE HUGHES, WB, 5-10, 175, New Orleans, La.: The second-straight Loui- 
siana offensive player-of-the-year to sign with Nebraska (following Marrero quar- 
terback Mickey Joseph, who redshirted at NU in 1987), Hughes rushed 62 times 
for 845 yards and a 13.6 average from his wingback position, caught 20 passes for 
601 yards on a run-oriented team, and scored 22 touchdowns, He returned nine 
kickoffs 364 yards for 40.4-yard average and three touchdowns, and averaged 14 
yards on punt returns. He's one of two players from St. Augustine (pronounced 
ah-GUST-in) to sign with Nebraska, joining tight end-defensive end David White. 
One of St Augustine's assistant coaches is former Husker Burton Burns. 


BART JAMES, DB-QB-K, 6-1, 190, Tempe, Ariz.: James threw for over 1,000 yards 
and nine touchdowns, and rushed for over 600 yards and seven more TD's for 
Coach Kar! Kieffer at McClintock High Schoo! as a senior in 1987. James, who 
played at Grandview, Mo., High School as a sophomore and junior, was an all- 
state selection last year in Arizona, and was chosen to play in the Arizona all-star 
game in August. On defense, he intercepted eight passes last fall and had 30 in 
his career, the sixth-best high school total ever, As a kicker, he connected on 24 
of 27 PAT'’s and kicked a 43-yard field goal, while averaging 40 yards per punt. 


DAVE JENSEN, DT, 6-5, 265, Omaha, Neb,: a Bally first-team high school All- 
American and a second-team USA Today All-American, Jensen helped Coach Tom 
Jaworski’s Creighton Prep High School team to a 34-2 record and three consecutive 
state championships from 1985 through 1987. As a defensive tackle for the Junior 
Jays, Jensen had 62 unassisted tackles as a senior, 14 for losses, and broke up three 
passes. Also played some at tight end for Prep. 


TYRONE LEGETTE, DB, 5-10, 170, Columbia, S.C.: An all-area defensive back for 
Coach Jerry Brown at Spring Valley High School in 1986, and an all-area running 
back in 1987, Legette will be the first South Carolinian to play for Nebraska since 
walk-on I-back ILM. Hipp in 1976-79. In his first year as a running back last fall, 
Legette set school records with 210 rushes for 1,580 yards, with top games of 225 
and 175 yards, as he led Spring Valley to a 10-2-0 record. 


LANCE LEWIS, FB, 6-0, 200, Scott City, Kan,: All-state and USA Today Kansas 
player-of-the-year, Lewis led Scott City High School into the Kansas playoffs for 
the first time in 13 years in 1987. Playing for Coach Dave Dunham, Lewis rushed 
for 1,600 yards and 24 touchdowns as a fullback, and led his conference in tackles 
as a linebacker, racking up 133 total, including 88 unassisted, and returned an 
interception for a touchdown. Also recovered two fumbles and caused six others. 
Won 1987 Kansas Class 4A shot put title at 59-7. 


JAMIE LIEWER, OL-DL, 6-5, 200, Atkinson, Neb.: Four-year starter for Coach Mike 
McCabe at West Holt High School, Liewer (pronounced lee-wer) started on both 
offense and defense as a sophomore, junior and senior. An all-class all-state se- 
lection while playing in the third largest of Nebraska's seven classes (C-1), he was 
credited with 97 total tackles, including 13 sacks, and recovered three opponent's 
fumbles. Helped West Holt to an 8-0-0 regular-season. Also played on West Holt's 
state-championship basketball team, 


ANDRE McDUFFY, IB-FB, 5-11, 185, Hurst, Texas: An all-district selection for 
Coach Tim Edwards at L.D. Bell High School, McDuffy carried 128 times for 816 
yards, a 6.4-yard average, and eight touchdowns in 1987, Also caught seven passes 
for 161 yards, including a 64-yard touchdown, and was L.D. Bell's leading punt 
and kickoff returner.

JUNIOR MONARREZ, MG, 6-2, 265, Bell Gardens, Calif.: A transfer from Cerritos 
College in Norwalk, Calif., Monarrez enrolled at Nebraska last January and par- 
ticipated in spring practice, A two-time junior-college All-American for Coach 
Frank Mazzotta at Cerritos, Monarrez was credited with 78 total tackles as a soph- 
omore, including 34 unassisted, He also had three forced fumbles, one fumble 
recovery, two quarterback hurries, one sack and one blocked kick, A graduate of 
Bell Gardens High School, he'll be a junior in eligibility at NU this fall. 


SCOTT PETERSON, OL-DL, 6-5, 225, Peoria, Ariz.: A two-year starter on back-to- 
back state championship teams at Peoria High School in suburban Phoenix, Pe- 
terson earned first-team all-state honors as a senior. Anchored an offensive line 
that helped Coach Doug Clapp's team to per-game averages of 40 points, 395 total- 
offense yards and 245 rushing yards. Peterson has run a 4.7-second 40 yards. 


MIKE PETKO, LB, 6-4, 230, Anaheim, Calif.; A two-year starter at outside line- 
backer for Coach Leo Hand at Servite High School, Petko was twice all-league and 
was an All-Orange County choice in 1987. As a senior, he was credited with 97 
total tackles, two interceptions, three fumble recoveries, two fumbles caused, live 
sacks and six quarterback hurries. As a junior in 1986, he had 63 total tackles, 12 
sacks, one fumble recovery and one pass breakup. Hand calls him a “tremendous 
pass rusher.” 


BRUCE PICKENS, DB, 5-11, 185, Kansas City, Mo.: Transfer from Coffeyville (Kan.) 
Community College will enroll at Nebraska in August and will be a junior for the 
Huskers in the 1988 season, A second-team all-conference selection for Coach Dick 
Foster last year, he was in on 48 total tackles, including 26 unassisted, had 11 pass 
breakups, and intercepted five passes, which he returned for 129 yards and one 
touchdown. Three of his interceptions came in the Red Ravens’ 49-14 win over 
the Nebraska freshman team at Coffeyville last Oct. 29. 


KEVIN RAMAEKERS, OL-DL, 6-3, 265, Norfolk, Neb,: A two-time Class C-1 all- 
state pick, Ramaekers was an all-class all-state selection as a senior in 1987 when 
he helped Coach Jeff Bellar's Norfolk Catholic High School team to a berth in the 
state championship game. Won the all-class gold medal in the shot put at the 1987 
and 1988 state high school track meets, including a class-record toss of 60-7"/s. 
Also the third-place Class C heavyweight in last winter’s state wrestling tourna- 
ment. 


VIC STACHMUS, OL-DL, 6-6, 240, McAlester, Okla.: The first-ever Husker recruit 
from the state of Oklahoma, Stachus was all-district, all-area and all-class all-state 
for Coach Allen Wadsworth at McAlester High School, Stachmus started on both 
offense and defense, but his school did not record defensive statistics. McAlester 
finished 11-2 last year, won its district, and advanced as far as the semifinals of 
the state playoffs. In April, however, Stachmus was diagnosed as having leukemia, 
and his status for the 1988 season was uncertain at this writing. 


WILLIAM WASHINGTON, TE, 6-3, 235, Tyler, Texas: A two-way starter for Coach 
Biff Peterson at Robert E. Lee High School, Washington caught 15 passes for 300 
yards and four touchdowns as a senior tight end in an option offense. As an outside 
linebacker, he had 72 tackles, three fumble recoveries, two pass breakups. He was 
the only player in his district to be a unanimous all-district choice on both offense 
and defense, and was a unanimous All-East Texas pick both ways. Led Lee to an 
8-2-1 record in 1987 (its first season with more than five wins in 17 years) and to 
the state playoffs for the first time in 30 years, He's an honor student. 
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DAVID WHITE, DE-LB, 6-3, 225, New Orleans, La.; An all-district defensive end 
as a sophomore al St. Augustine (pronounced Ah-GUST-in), White was switched 
to tight end for his last two seasons. A fine blocker on a run-oriented team, he 
caught 15 passes for 225 yards as a senior and earned all-metro New Orleans 
honors on a team that was ranked No. 1 in Louisiana until it was upset in the 
quarterfinals of the state playoffs. One of his prep coaches was former Husker 
Burton Burns. Son of a chemical engineer, White carried a 4.4 grade-point average 
(on a 5.0 scale). He was one of two St. Augustine products to sign with the Huskers 
in February, along with wingback Tyrone Hughes, 


CHRIS YBARRA, OL, 6-4, 240, Fontana, Calif.; A two-year starter at offensive 
tackle for Coach Dick Bruich at Fontana High School, Ybarra earned all-conference, 
All-Southern California and all-state honors as a senior in 1987. Helped Fontana 
to a 14-0-0 record in 1987, and ESPN's No. 1 ranking among the nation’s high 
schools, USA Today ranked Fontana No. 3,

HUSKER COACH CONTINUES 
AS WINNER AND LEADER 


Tom Osborne heads into his 16th season as a head coach—all at Nebraska— 
once again ranked among the “Big Three” of college football. 

Osborne takes a 147-34-2 record into 1988, ranking No. 3 among the winningest 
active coaches in Division I-A of the NCAA, and he's just a blink away from the 
No. 2 spot held by Penn State's legendary Joe Paterno. 

Dr. Tom has long held “legendary” status in Nebraska and his fame is spreading 
throughout the nation as he continues to build Big Eight powerhouses each fall. 
During the past 15 years, Osborne's teams have all finished in the top 10 and all 
have gone a-bowling, while averaging 10.2 wins per season. No other coach in the 
1980s can make that claim. 

Osborne’s .8087 winning percentage trails only Paterno's mark of .8093 and 
Barry Switzer of Oklahoma’s .843 among the active coaches in I-A. Since suc- 
ceeding Hall of Fame coach Bob Devaney in 1973, Tom has won nine or more 
games in every season. 

During the past eight years, his teams have won the national rushing title four 
times, finished second once and third twice. In 1987, Osborne's Huskers were 
third in national rushing, third in scoring and second in total offense. 

With Tom at the helm, Nebraska has run its string of consecutive bow! bids to 
19 and the top 10 streak to 18, both current national highs, Each of his teams has 
won at least nine games. 

Adding even more luster to Osborne's coaching career is the fact that the 
Cornhuskers have made history by producing three consecutive Outland Trophy 
winners (Dave Rimington in 1981 and 1982 and Dean Steinkuhler in 1983) and 
two consecutive Lombardi winners (Rimington in 1982 and Steinkuhler in 1983), 
while also winning the 1983 Heisman Trophy (Mike Rozier). 

During Tom's 15-year career, the Huskers have produced 32 All-America play- 
ers, and 25 academic All-America players, as well as seven NCAA post-graduate 
scholarship winners and three National Football Foundation and Hall of Fame 
Scholar-Athlete recipients. 

Osborne's teams have won or shared the conference title six times—1975, 1978, 
1981, 1982, 1983 and 1984. 
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He has three times been named Big Eight coach-of-the-year (1975, 1978 and 
1980), and five times been named District VI coach-of-the-year by the American 
Football Coaches Association and Kodak (1978, 1979, 1980 and 1983, 1987.) In 
addition, in 1978, he was named Bobby Dodds National Coach-of-the-Year by the 
Atlanta Quarterback Club and Delta Air Lines for his efforts toward the advance- 
ment of the higher and more notable aspects of college coaching, And in 1983, 
Football News named Osborne national Coach-of-the-Year. 

In 1982, he was the first recipient of the Distinguished Nebraskalander Award 
from the Nebraskaland Foundation and in 1983 he was named national coach-of- 
the-year by the Fellowship of Christian Athletes. 

He's also an author, having published a book entitled More Than Winning in 
1985. 

Osborne, who graduated from Hastings College in 1959 before logging pro time 
with the Washington Redskins and San Francisco 49ers, joined Devaney as an 
assistant in 1962. In 1965 he received his Ph.D. in educational psychology, then 
elected football coaching as a career. He coached the Husker receivers and helped 
build the NU offense into one of the most potent in the nation during the 1970 
and 1971 national championship years. 

While Osborne was a newcomer to the head coaching ranks in 1974, he was 
no stranger to Nebraska football, Osborne was a member of Bob Devaney’s staff 
for 11 years—the last six as a key organizer of a steamroller offense. 

During his tenure on the Devaney staff, Osborne headed the passing game 
strategy and coached the receivers. When Devaney announced his retirement from 
coaching in favor of full-time athletic director duties following the 1971 season, 
he announced Osborne as his designated successor. Osborne served as assistant 
head coach and director of recruiting in Devaney's final campaign in 1972, then 
took the head coaching reins in 1973. 

An outstanding high school athlete at Hastings High School in the mid 1950s, 
Osborne was named Nebraska prep Athlete of the Year. Passing up major college 
offers, Osborne became the star quarterback and basketball player for Hastings 
College where both his father and grandfather had matriculated. At Hastings, he 
played both football and basketball for Coach Tom McLaughlin, who was elected 
to the Nebraska Football Hall of Fame in 1982. In 1959 he was named State College 
Athlete of the Year—the first athlete in Nebraska history to win both the high 
school and college honor. 

Following graduation from Hastings with a bachelor’s degree, Osborne played 
two years with the Washington Redskins and one year with the San Francisco 
49ers as a flankerback before returning to Nebraska, 

In 1962 he contacted Bob Devaney and secured a position asa graduate assistant 
on the Husker staff, He continued in that capacity until he obtained his master’s 
degree in 1963, Continuing his dual role in education and football coaching, Os- 
borne gained his doctorate in 1965 and, holding the academic rank of instructor 
of educational psychology in Teacher's College, was a half-time coach. 

Osborne, born Feb, 23, 1937, elected to pursue coaching full-time in 1967 and 
became the Huskers' receivers coach, a decision that NU fans have applauded 
since.

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BOB DEVANEY 


Athletic Director 
University of Nebraska 


Bob Devaney ranks as the outstanding athletic director in the nation as he 
continues to lead the Nebraska Athletic Department with the same vigor, enthu- 
siasm and administrative excellence that marked him as one of America’s greatest 
football coaches during his colorful gridiron career. 

Devaney is in his 27th year of providing drive, leadership and pride in the 
Cornhusker athletic program. He arrived in 1962, charged with the mission of 
building a successful football program, and he succeeded far beyond anyone's 
expectations. During an 11-year stint as Husker football coach, Devaney's teams 
won 101, lost only 20 and tied two for a winning percentage of .829. His career 
mark of 136-30-7 for .806 ranked him as the winningest coach in the nation at the 
time of his retirement in 1973. Devaney’s teams won eight Big Eight titles and two 
national championships during the 1962-72 span, with his teams going to nine 
bowl games. His teams twice won four consecutive Big Eight titles. 

Devaney’s 1971 team, which posted a 13-0 record, and twice played for the 
national championship (beating Oklahoma, 35-31, in the “Game of the Century,” 
and Alabama, 38-6, in the Orange Bow!) has been hailed as the best college team 
of all time. Bob was inducted into the National Football Foundation’s Hall of Fame 
in 1981, 

He currently spearheads a fund-raising drive to provide the University of Ne- 
braska with a new Faculty-Student Recreation Center, after completion of the Cook 
Pavilion, Nebraska's indoor workout area and student-faculty recreation area, 

Under Devaney’s guidance, Memorial Stadium has been enlarged, artificial turf 
has been installed and replaced three times, a Stadium Office building was con- 
structed, and sports facilities such as Cook Pavilion indoor workout building, the 
Otto and Gladys Baumann Baseball Complex, Buck Beltzer Stadium, Ed Weir Track 
and the women’s softball stadium have come into being. 

It was Devaney's leadership, working in conjunction with the Nebraska Leg- 
islature, that resulted in the passage of a special cigarette tax to provide funds for 
a new athletic complex, the beautiful basketbal! arena-indoor track-swimming and 
other sports building which opened on the State Fair Grounds in 1976. University 
of Nebraska Regents recognized Devaney’s contributions to that four-and-a-half- 
acre structure by naming it the Bob Devaney Sports Center in 1978. 

Devaney received many other honors during his coaching career. He was named 
coach-of-the-year by the Walter Camp Foundation, the Football Writers of America, 
Football News and the Washington TD Club in 1971, and he was tabbed to coach 
in numerous all-star games such as the Hula Bowl, Coaches All-America, Blue- 
Gray and Shrine East-West. He also coached the College All-Stars against the Dallas 
Cowboys in the 1972 Chicago game. 

A graduate of Alma (Michigan) College in 1939, Devaney served as a high 
school coach at Big Beaver, Keego Harbor, Saginaw and Alpena in Michigan before 
joining Biggie Munn and Duffy Daugherty at Michigan State. In 1957 he became 
head coach at Wyoming where his teams posted a 35-10-5 record. 

Devaney is married to the former Phyllis Wiley. They have a son, Mike, and a 
daughter, Pat, both graduates of the University of Nebraska, Bob and Phyllis also 
have two grandchildren.

The 19 member 
band performed at the first official game (NU vs. Omaha Y.M.C.A.) in 1890, The 
association with Nebraska football has brought the band much publicity and the 
program has grown accordingly. The 1988 edition of the Cornhusker Band has 270 
members—150 brasses, 67 winds, 23 percussion, and 30 flags. Although its mem- 
bership is comprised mostly of native Nebraskans, the band includes students from 
nearly every region of the country. 

The band's season begins on Aug. 18 with a 10-day camp that includes over 
30 rehearsals. Regular daily rehearsals from 7:45 to 9 a.m. begin on Aug. 29, and 
are used to prepare six different half-time shows for the home games, plus a 
performance in Lawrence, Kan., at the NU vs. KU game, and two season-finale 
concerts to be held in Lincoln and Omaha during the first weekend in December.

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A BRIEF HISTORY OF 
THE UNIVERSITY OF NEBRASKA 


The University of Nebraska—Lincoln is one of the nation’s most dynamic uni- 
versities. 

Rich in pioneering history and spirit, NU was chartered by the Nebraska Leg- 
islature in 1869. The University established the first graduate program west of the 
Mississippi River in the mid-1880s and was selected for membership in the pres- 
tigious Association of American Universities in 1909. 

Over the years, alumni such as Willa Cather, Mari Sandoz and Roscoe Pound 
have enriched the University’s tradition of leadership and scholarly excellence. 

Today, more than 25,000 students from all parts of the world attend classes on 
NU's campus in Lincoln, Nebraska's All-American capital city. 

The University is the intellecutal center of the region. As Nebraska's compre- 
hensive, land-grant university, NU serves a tripartite mission of teaching, research 
and service. 

Quality instruction is emphasized in NU's eight undergraduate colleges and 
the professional, graduate College of Law. The Colleges of Agriculture, Architec- 
ture, Arts and Sciences, Business Administration, Engineering and Technology, 
Home Economics, Teachers College and School of Journalism offer more than 100 
degree programs leading to career opportunities in the arts, the sciences, the hu- 
manities, and the professions. The NU faculty includes many prominent scholars. 

In research, NU faculty and students stand at the forefront of discovery in many 
fields. Among well-known research activities at the University are projects in- 
volving mass spectrometry, cell biology, genetic engineering, transportation, video- 
disc development for the hearing impaired, linguistic and folklore analysis, 
educational! television, tractor testing, livestock, and crop production, conserva- 
tion, meat technology, animal and plant health, agricultural marketing and eco- 
nomics. 

In service, the University of Nebraska reaches thousands of citizens each year 
through programs conducted by the Cooperative Extension Service and the Di- 
vision of Continuing Studies. The Cooperative Extension Service provides al! 
Nebraskans with information and assistance in agriculture and natural resources, 
home economics and family living, 4-H and youth development and community 
resource development. Continuing Studies offers alternatives to formal on-campus 
education with programs such as summer reading, evening classes, independent 
study by correspondence, telecourses and study tours.

Points of Interest on Campus— 


Museum—The University of Nebraska State Museum has an outstanding col- 
lection of fossil mammals and is world renowned for its Elephant Hall. There are 
galleries of health science, Nebraska wildlife, zoology, geology and anthropology, 
In addition to its exhibits on three floors of Morrill Hall at 14th and U, the museum 
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has extensive research collections in Nebraska Hall. 

Art—The Sheldon Memoria! Art Gallery has one of the finest collections on a 
university campus. Its sculpture garden is also one of the finest in the nation. 

Music—School of Music students and faculty perform regularly in Kimball 
Recital Hall and throughout the state. There is an active schedule of concerts by 
University choral and instrumental groups, musical theatre productions and a wide 
range of musical and dance events by visiting artists. 

Theatre—During the school year there are periodic performances by University 
companies in Howell Memorial and Studio Theatres. A repertory group performs 
throughout the summer months. 

Nebraska Unions—The social centers on each campus provide a variety of food 
service facilities and relaxation areas for students and visitors, house the placement 
center and offices for student organizations, book stores, bowling alleys, game 
rooms, TV rooms, record rooms, study rooms, and rooms for large meetings and 
social events. 

Carillon Tower—Built in 1948, the gift of alumnus Ralph S. Mueller, the tower 
has become a symbol of the NU Lincoln campus. It houses a 2 1/2-octave electronic 
English bells carillon, played on ceremonial occasions from a keyboard. 

Historical Museum—tThe State Historical Society has its museum and library 
on the campus, It features Nebraska lore dating from early Indian relics. 

Center for Continuing Education—Conference and hotel facilities at 33rd and 
Holdrege provide a site for hundreds of adult and youth meetings each year. 
Continuing education programs are planned by a professional staff. The Center 
was financed through a grant from the Kellogg Foundation and by public sub- 
scription. 

Planetarium—Public sky shows are presented daily during the summer and 
on weekends during the school year. Special shows are also given to University 
classes and visiting school groups.

BOWDEN GETS WISH AS 
SEMINOLES OUTLAST NU 


TEMPE, Ariz. (Jan. 1, 1988)—A few days before his Seminoles were to take on 
Nebraska in the 17th Sunkist Fiesta Bowl, Florida State Coach Bobby Bowden 
noted that in previous games between the two schools, if the game was close, FSU 
won. If the score was one-sided, the Huskers won. 

“So | hope it's close,” Bowden said. 

Unfortunately for Nebraska, Bowden got his wish on both counts, The game 
was close. A heart-stopper, in fact. And Florida State won, 31-28, when quarterback 
Danny McManus hit flanker Ronald Lewis with a fourth-down, 15-yard touchdown 
pass with 3:07 left in the game. 

McManus’ third TD pass of the day capped a 97-yard, 11-play drive that started 
just after the Huskers failed to deliver the knockout blow. Leading, 28-24, midway 
in the fourth quarter, Nebraska had driven from its 26-yard line ta the FSU 2, 
where alternate I-back Tyreese Knox appeared headed for the end zone and a 
clinching touchdown, But a Seminole defender reached up from the pile and 
stripped the ball loose. 

Florida State defensive tackle Eric Hayes captured the ball at the 3, and the 
Seminoles still had a life—but 97 yards of real estate lay between them and the 
Sunkist Fiesta Bowl Trophy. 

McManus threw for 375 yards in the game, his career high by an even 100, 
and Florida State needed virtually every one of those yards. The Nebraska defense, 
led by tackle Neil Smith, the defensive player-of-the-game, completely shut down 
the Seminole running attack. The Black Shirts held Florida State to 82 yards on 
the ground, including 28 by star tailback Sammie Smith, who had averaged 123.0 
yards per game during the regular season. 

McManus, voted the game's top offensive player, was brilliant in the winning 
drive, He passed on its first seven plays, and completed five for 95 yards, the last 
a 43-yard strike to tailback Dexter Carter which carried to the Nebraska 2—but 
then disaster almost struck the Seminoles. 

On third down, McManus had to settle for a 3-yard pass to tight end Pat Carter, 
Faced with a fourth-and-goal at the Nebraska 15, he found Lewis wide open in the 
middle of the end zone for the winner. 

Nebraska and quarterback Steve Taylor weren't dead yet, though. Starting at 
his 20, Taylor completed passes to Morgan Gregory for a 10 yards and Todd 
Millikan for 12, then came up with what would have been the play of the game. 
However, his 56-yard pass to Gregory to the FSU 2 was called back on an illegal- 
procedure penalty because Nebraska had lined up with not enough men on the 
line of scrimmage—effectively ending Nebraska's hopes. 

The Husker loss came in spite of an early 14-0 lead that had been set up by 
the kicking game. A 27-yard punt return by Richard Bell led to an 18-yard scoring 
drive in the first six minutes of the game, capped by Keith Jones’ 1-yard touchdown 
run. Later in the period, Dana Brinson ripped the Seminoles with a 52-yard punt- 
return touchdown, Florida State came back with three second-quarter touchdowns 
to take a 21-14 halftime lead, but Nebraska regained its momentum after halftime 
and took the 28-24 lead into the fourth quarter.

PASADENA, Calif., Jan. 1, 1941—Nebraska was only the third Big Six team to 
play in a post-season bow! game, but the Cornhuskers made their first bowl trip 
a memorable one with an invitation to the granddaddy of them all—The Rose 
Bowl. Under the warm California sun in Pasadena, Coach Biff Jones’ Cornhuskers 
led Clark Shaughnessy’s Stanford Indians twice in the first half, but fell victim to 
the innovative T-formation 21-13. The Huskers took a 7-0 lead just six plays after 
the kickoff when fullback Vike Francis plunged over from the two. Stanford tied 
the count four plays later when Hugh Gallarneau bolted over from nine yards out. 
In the second quarter, the Huskers took the lead again on a 33-yard Herm Rohrig- 
to-Allen Zikmund pass, but the Indians came back on Frankie Albert's 41-yard TD 
pass to Gallarneau for a 14-13 halftime lead. A 39-yard TD punt return by Pete 
Kmetovic iced the game for the Indians in the third quarter. The 92,000 fans on 
hand still represent the largest crowd ever to see Nebraska play.

MIAMI, Jan. 1, 1955—If Nebraska’s first bowl bid was a memorable one, it’s 
second was one to forget. The 1954 Cornhuskers finished second behind Oklahoma 
in the Big Seven race and went to Miami under the no-repeat rule. Making their 
first bowl appearance in 14 years, Bill Glassford's Cornhuskers trailed Duke’s Blue 
Devils at the half, 14-0, but pulled within 14-7 early in the third quarter after a 
minus-two-yard Duke punt. Halfback Don Comstock scored from the three to cap 
a 35-yard drive. After that, it was all Duke. Coach Bill Murray's Blue Devils rolled 
65 yards to score on their next possession and added two more tallies in the fourth 
quarter to ice the game, 34-7.

Playing in Yankee 
Stadium before only 6,166 fans in sub-freezing weather, the Huskers and Hurri- 
canes put on one of the greatest bow! shows ever, trading scores in every quarter.

MIAMI, Jan. 1, 1964—Nebraska made it's second Orange Bowl trip a happier 
one than the first with a 13-7 win over Auburn in the 1964 Miami Classic. The 
Huskers evened their bow! record with the win and handed Bob Devaney his 
second bow! win in as many tries. Husker quarterback Dennis Claridge broke the 
game open before most of the 72,647 fans had settled in their seats, On the Huskers’ 
second play from scrimmage, Claridge bolted 68 yards down the sideline to put 
NU ahead 7-0. At the time, it was the longest TD run in OB history. Moments later 
Dave Theisen broke another OB record with a 31-yard field goal. The record lasted 
until the second quarter when Theisen booted a 36-yarder to give NU a 13-0 
halftime lead. Auburn quarterback Jimmy Sidle almost brought the Tigers back, 
but Husker linebacker John Kirby batted a fourth-and-four pass away at the goal 
line with less than three minutes to go to preserve the win for Nebraska.

The Huskers had led 
most of the way in one of the greatest defensive battles in bowl history. Arkansas 
scored first on a 31-yard Tom McKnelly field goal in the first quarter. But soph 
Harry Wilson capped a 69-yard Husker march in the second quarter on a one-yard 
plunge to give Nebraska a 7-3 halftime lead. The Huskers held that lead until 
Bobby Burnett finished the Arkansas drive with a three-yard TD run with 4:50 left 
in the game. In the fierce defensive struggle, first downs were even at 11, and the 
Razorbacks held a slim, 176-168 total offense edge.

MIAMI, Jan. 1, 1971—Playing under the lights in Miami’s Orange Bow! for the 
first time in five years, Coach Bob Devaney's Nebraska Cornhuskers won the first 
of two straight national titles by virtue of a 17-12 win over LSU and some fortunate 
circumstances, Earlier in the day, top-ranked Texas was upset by Notre Dame, 24- 
11, in the Cotton Bowl, and No. 2 Ohio State was shocked by Stanford, 27-17, in 
the Rose. That left the door to the title wide open for No. 3 Nebraska. The Huskers 
responded by building a 10-0 first-quarter lead on a 25-yard field goal by Paul 
Rogers and a three-yard TD run by Joe Orduna.

DALLAS, Jan. 1, 1974—Nebraska's Cornhuskers broke open a tight scoring 
contest in the third quarter with a pair of game-breaker plays to chalk up a 19-3 
win over the mighty Texas Longhorns in the 1974 Cotton Bowl game at Dallas. 
The chilled New Year's Day crowd of 67,500 saw the Big Eight runnerup and the 
Southwest Conference champions battle to a 3-3 tie at halftime, thanks to a brilliant 
Longhorn one-yard-line stand just before the gun. But the Huskers weren't to be 
denied and midway through the third quarter, safety Bob Thornton returned a 
Texas field goal try 41 yards to set up the clinching touchdown. Ritch Bahe got 
the final 12 yards on a reverse and Rich Sanger kicked the point to make it 10-3. 
Four plays later, John Bell recovered a Texas fumble at the Longhorn 19 and three 
plays later Tony Davis ripped in from the three to make it 16-3. Sanger kicked a 
43-yard field goal with 8:09 left to complete the scoring. Texas had scored first on 
a 22-yard field goal by Bill Schott in the wake of a Husker fumble, but early in 
the second quarter defensive end Steve Manstedt picked up a Roosevelt Leaks’ 
fumble in mid-air and raced 65 yards to the eight. But a stiff Longhorn defense 
forced a 24-yard field goal by Sanger.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 31, 1974—Rallying from a 10-0 halftime deficit, Nebraska 
scored three times in the second half to defeat the tough Florida Gators 13-10. It 
was the Cornhuskers’ sixth straight bowl victory, tying Nebraska with Georgia Tech 
for consecutive bowl wins. 

From the very start, it was a tough, uphill climb for the Huskers, Florida scored 
once in the first quarter and kicked a field goal in the second, while holding 
Nebraska's usually strong offense to 138 total yards. 

But in the second half, fullback Tony Davis, quarterback Terry Luck, kicker 
Mike Coyle and the Black Shirt defense took over for the Huskers and led Nebraska 
to victory. Although it wasn’t until the fourth quarter when the Huskers really got 
rolling. 

Freshman sensation, I-Back Monte Anthony, scored the Huskers first touch- 
down, with 13:24 left in the game, when he ran straight up the middle for two 
yards and the score. Coyle’s kick was good, and the Huskers trailed 10-7, 

Davis set up Coyle's two deciding field goals with inspired running as he picked 
up 126 yards on 17 carries, including the longest run of the game for 40 yards. 
For his performance, Davis was named the game's Most Valuable Player, an award 
which he had also received in the Cotton Bow! the previous year, Coyle tied the 
score on a 37-yard boot with 7:13 left in the game and with only 1:46 remaining, 
his 39-yard kick gave the Huskers their sixth-consecutive post-season win.

Ariz. 

The final blow came with 4:50 remaining in the game, when ASU kicker Dan 
Kush successfully booted a 29-yard field goal, breaking a 14-14 tie and capping a 
rally from a 14-6 deficit after three quarters. 

Fighting till the very end, Nebraska then took the ensuing kickoff and drove 
to the Arizona State 31 yard line with less than two minutes to play. The Huskers 
first two plays from there were incomplete passes, but on third down, quarterback 
Terry Luck hit fullback Tony Davis with a pass at the ASU 21 yard line. However, 
Davis was hit hard by two Arizona State players and fumbled the ball. The Sun 
Devils recovered it and went on to kill the clock and claim their 17-14 win, 

Nebraska ended the 1975 season at 10-2 and ranked No. 9 in the country. The 
Huskers lost their last two games of the year to No. 1-ranked Oklahoma 35-10 and 
to the No. 2-ranked Sun Devils.

1976 ASTRO-BLUEBONNET BOWL 
NEBRASKA 27, TEXAS TECH 24 


HOUSTON, Dec. 31, 1976—In the most exciting bow! game of the year, the 
Nebraska Cornhuskers edged past a determined Texas Tech team, 27-24, in the 
Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl. 

Twice Nebraska rallied to overcome 10-point deficits. With Texas Tech ahead 
17-7 and time running out in the second quarter, quarterback Vince Ferragamo 
moved the Cornhuskers 80 yards in less than two minutes to score on a 22-yard 
touchdown pass to Mark Dufresne. But Texas Tech running back Billy Taylor 
countered early in the third quarter with an eight-yard touchdown run to put 
Nebraska down 24-14. 

Once again, the Cornhuskers started to work on the Texas Tech lead. I-back 
Rick Berns broke around right end and dashed untouched 18 yards into the end 
zone to put Nebraska within three. The Huskers then took the lead when Ferragamo 
connected with split end Chuck Malito—who gained 107 yards in three catches 
to earn most-valuable-lineman honors in the game—for a 23-yard touchdown pass. 
That score, which would prove to be the winning touchdown, was set up by a 
partially blocked punt by defensive backs Ted Harvey and Kent Smith. 

The final score was in doubt until defensive end Reg Gast recovered a Red 
Raider fumble with 1:34 left in the game, killing a Tech threat and allowing Ne- 
braska to run out the clock.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 19, 1977—Quarterback Randy Garcia came off the bench 
in the fourth quarter to throw two touchdown passes to rally Nebraska from a 17- 
7 fourth-quarter deficit to a 21-17 win over North Carolina in the 19th annual 
Liberty Bowl. 

Garcia, who replaced starter Tom Sorley, first hit wingback Curtis Craig with 
a 10-yard touchdown pass (a sensational diving catch) with 10:51 left to cut the 
Husker deficit to 17-14, then threw a 34-yard scoring pass to Tim Smith with 3:16 
left in the game to cap a rally that frustrated UNC's upset hopes. 

The Tar Heels drew first blood early in the second quarter on a 12-yard scoring 
pass from Matt Kupec to tight end Brooks Williams. Then, after the Huskers had 
tied the game at 7-7 on a 15-yard touchdown run by fullback Dodie Donnell, Kupec 
threw a 10-yard scoring pass to fullback Bob Loomis late in the half, giving North 
Carolina a 14-7 halftime lead. 

Carolina upped it lead to 17-7 late in the third quarter on a 47-yard field goal 
by Tom Biddle and the Tar Heels appeared to have the game well in control until 
Garcia's heroics brought NU back.

MIAMI, Jan. 1, 1979—In the first-ever matchup of Big Eight teams in a bowl 
game, Nebraska just missed duplicating its 17-14 win over Oklahoma several weeks 
earlier in losing to the Sooners 31-24, in the 45th annual Orange Bowl. 

Nebraska got off to a fast start in trying for an unprecedented double over OU, 
driving 80 yards in 15 plays after the opening kickoff to take a 7-0 lead on Tom 
Sorley's 21-yard touchdown pass to Tim Smith, But the Huskers then watched the 
revenge-minded Sooners score 24 unanswered points. 

Nebraska’s rally started with 9:12 left in the game when I-back Rick Berns 
capped a 78-yard drive with a 1-yard touchdown run that reduced the deficit to 
31-17. A little over a minute later, defensive tackle David Clark recovered quar- 
terback Thomas Lott’s fumble at the OU 42 and the Huskers were definitely back 
in the game. Oklahoma's defense yielded 35 yards to the seven, but rose up to 
stop I-back Craig Johnson on fourth-and-one with 4:24 to go—virtually sealing the 
win, although the Huskers marched 58 yards in 10 plays to score on a 2-yard pass 
from Sorley to Junior Miller on the finaly play of the game.

DALLAS, Jan. 1, 1980—Reserve quarterback Terry Elston threw a 6-yard fourth- 
down touchdown pass to Eric Herring with just 12 seconds left in the game as 
Houston handed Nebraska a heart-breaking 17-14 loss in the 44th Cotton Bowl 
game—another in a six-year string of incredible finishes in Husker bowl] games. 

Before a CBS-TV national audience and 72,032 on hand in Dallas' famous oval, 
the Huskers and Cougars battled tooth-and-nail for a full 60 minutes, and the goal- 
line situation at the end was a fitting finale. 

Nebraska struck first as I-back Jarvis Redwine scored on a 9-yard run late in 
the first period, but Houston cam back to tie, 7-7, at halftime on an 8-yard Elston 
run early in the second period. 

After a scoreless third period, Southwest Conference champion Houston took 
its first lead of the game, 10-7, on a 41-yard field goal by Ken Hatfield with 8:25 
left in the game. The Huskers made little headway against the Cougar defense in 
the second half, but took advantage of a Houston fumble to drive 31 yards in six 
plays to take a 14-10 lead on Jeff Quinn’s 6-yard touchdown pass with 3:56 left. 

The next 3:44 were all Terry Elston, though, as the junior accounted for all but 
11 yards in the Cougars’ winning 66-yard drive himself, completing 5-of-7 passes 
for 45 yards (three for cruical first downs) and rushing three times for 10 yards.

The Huskers drew first blood just 2:30 into the game when—on the first play 
after MSU's Mardye McDole fumbled a Nebraska punt—split end Todd Brown 
scored on a 23-yard end-around. NU added 10 points in the second quarter—on 
a 22-yard Kevin Seibel field goal and an 8-yard Jeff Quinn to Jeff Finn pass—to 
take a 17-0 lead into the dressing room at halftime. 

MSU finally scored in the third quarter on a 47-yard field goal and appeared 
to be gaining momentum when Husker defensive end Jimmy Williams recovered 
a fumble at the Bulldog 25 to set up a 2-yard TD run by Andra Franklin. The 
Huskers iced the game with a 52-yard Jeff Quinn to Tim McCrady pass late in the 
game.

MIAMI, Jan. 1, 1982—Coach Tom Osborne's Cornhuskers went into their 13th 
consecutive bow! game hoping New Year’s magic would work the same wonders 
for them as it had for their Big Red counterparts 11 years earlier—and for a while, 
it looked like it would. First, Texas toppled No. 3 Alabama, 14-12, in the Cotton 
Bowl, and while fourth-ranked Nebraska battled Clemson, Pitt was knocking off 
No. 2 Georgia in the Sugar Bowl, leaving it up to the Huskers and Tigers to settle 
the national title. 

The dream of a third championship in 12 years was not to be for the Huskers, 
though, as their own errors, plus standout performances by Clemson quarterback 
Homer Jordan and the Tiger defense gave the South Carolina school its first national 
title and a 12-0 season with a 22-15 victory. 

The Tigers scored first on a 41-yard Donald [gwebuike field goal to take a 3-0 
lead, but Nebraska came back with a bit of razzle-dazzle and took a 7-3 lead midway 
in the first quarter on a 25-yard TD pass from I-back Mike Rozier to wingback 
Anthony Steels. 

For the next two-and-a-half quarters, it was almost all Clemson, as the oppor- 
tunistic Tigers took advantage of Husker errors to score 19 unanswered points and 
take a 22-7 lead after three periods. Early in the fourth quarter, the Huskers came 
back on a 26-yard TD run and a two-point conversion by Roger Craig, cutting the 
margin lo 22-15, but an eighth untimely penalty stopped another promising drive 
moments later and the elusive Jordan ate up all but six seconds of the last 5:24.

MIAMI, Jan. 1, 1983—The 1983 Orange Bow! game between Nebraska and 
Louisiana State started out like the one-sided contest the oddsmakers had pre- 
dicted. The Husker defense held the Tigers to three yards on three plays after the 
opening kickoff, forcing a punt, then the NU offense drove 51 yards in six plays 
to take a 7-0 lead on Mark Schellen's 2-yard run 4:03 into the game. 

At that point, however, Murphy's Law went into effect. On the first play after 
Toby Williams intercepted an LSU pass at the Husker 7, Nebraska fumbled the 
ball away to set up a tying Tiger TD. The Huskers then fumbled the ball away at 
the LSU 15, forced a punt, and fumbled it at their own 45 to set up another Tiger 
TD, A fake punt then went awry, LSU forced another punt, and the Huskers threw 
an interception, and were thankful to be down only 14-7 at halftime. 

The second half didn't start out any better as NU missed a field goal, then 
fumbled again to set up a field goal! that gave LSU a 17-7 lead. But once down 10 
points, the Husker offense came alive, driving 80 yards in 12 plays to score on an 
11-yard pass from Turner Gill to Mike Rozier, and going 47 yards in seven plays 
to finally regain the lead, 21-17, early in the fourth quarter on a 1-yard run by Gill. 

A dropped pass on a faked field goal prevented another score, and another 
interception set up an LSU field goal that cut the margin to 21-20, but the Husker 
offense sealed the win by eating up the final 5:05.

MIAMI, Jan. 2, 1984—In one of the most exciting bow! games ever played, 
fourth-ranked Miami overcame Nebraska rallies from 17-and 14-point deficits and 
took the national championship away from the Huskers when strong safety Ken 
Calhoun knocked Turner Gill’s two-point PAT pass out of Jeff Smith's hands with 
48 seconds left in the game, preserving a 31-30 home field win in the 50th Orange 
Bowl. The Miami win snapped a 22-game win string for Nebraska and, for the 
second time in three years, Husker national-title hopes died on the Orange Bowl 
turf, 

Behind rifle-armed freshman quarterback Bernie Kosar, the ‘Canes jumped to 
an easy 17-0 first-quarter lead and never trailed, The Huskers rallied to score two 
second-quarter touchdowns, then tied the game early in the second half on a Scott 
Livingston field goal, but Miami then scored twice in a five minute span later in 
the third period to put the visitors in a 31-17 hole, 

Things looked blackest for Nebraska four plays after Miami's last score when 
Heisman Trophy winner Mike Rozier left the game for good with a badly-bruised 
ankle, but junior I-back Jeff Smith came in to rush for 99 yards and two touchdowns, 
the second a 24-yarder on fourth-and-eight, to get the Huskers within 31-30, Coach 
Tom Osborne then eschewed the PAT kick (and a tie that would have assured 
Nebraska the national title) and decided to go for it all—but, thanks to Calhoun, 
Gill and Smith came up just short.

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 1, 1985—Senior quarterback Craig Sundberg closed out 
his career in grand style as he led the Huskers back from a 10-0 first-half deficit 
to a 28-10 win over Louisiana State in the 51st annual Sugar Bowl. 

Fired-up LSU scored on two of its first three possessions to grab the early lead, 
but after a rocky start, the Sundberg-led Nebraska offense roared to life to put 28 
unanswered points on the board. Two of the Huskers’ four touchdowns were set 
up by a defense that forced six Tiger turnovers, five of them interceptions, in- 
cluding four off LSU starting quarterback Jeff Wickersham.

TEMPE, Ariz., Jan, 1, 1986—After building a 14-3 halftime lead, Nebraska self- 
destructed in the third quarter and was never able to recover completely in drop- 
ping a 27-23 decision to Michigan in the Sunkist Fiesta Bowl. 

The Huskers used a pair of second-quarter touchdowns by I-back Doug DuBose 
to take the lead, but a fumble on the third play of the second half set up a 21-yard 
Wolverine touchdown drive that cut the NU margin to 14-10. Nebraska fumbled 
it away again on the second play after the ensuing kickoff, setting up a 38-yard 
touchdown drive that put Michigan up for good, 17-14. 

Nebraska's next drive stalled after one first down, and the Wolverines blocked 
Dan Wingard's punt, recovering it at the NU 6-yard line. The Nebraska defense 
held, and a 19-yard Pat Moons field goal made it 20-14, Michigan, after 8:18 of 
the second half. Later in the period, the Maize and Blue took advantage of two 
pass interference penalties to score another touchdown to build what proved to 
be an insurmountable 27-14 lead.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Jan. 1, 1987—Louisiana State had a 66-yard touchdown 
drive in the first three minutes of the contest and another 66-yard touchdown 
drive in the last three minutes of the game. But in between, Nebraska completely 
dominated the Tigers, running off 30 unanswered points and posting a 30-15 win 
in the USF&G Sugar Bowl], the Huskers’ 25th bow! appearance. 

Between those two Tiger drives, Nebraska out-yarded LSU, 352-62, and had a 
first-down advantage of 22-3 as the Huskers made a remarkable recovery from a 
disheartening loss to Oklahoma at the end of the regular season. It was Nebraska's 
fourth bow! win over LSU in as many tries and the third in five years. 

Steve Taylor became the second Nebraska quarterback in three years to win 
the Miller-Digby Trophy as the Sugar Bowl MVP. He completed 11 of 19 passes 
for 110 yards and one touchdown, and rushed 20 times for 63 yards and another 
score, Of Taylor's 173 total offense yards, 90 came in two drives in which the 
Huskers went from a 7-3 deficit to a 17-7 lead.

TEMPE, Ariz., Jan. 1, 1988—Flordia State quarterback Danny McManus hit 
flanker Roland Lewis with a 15-yard, fourth-down touchdown pass with 3:07 left 
in the game to give Florida State a 21-28 win over Nebraska in the 17th Fiesta 
Bowl. McManus’ third touchdown pass of the afternoon capped a 97-yard touch- 
down drive by the Seminoles, who had taken over at their 3 with 6:58 to go when 
a fumble kept the Huskers from putting the game away. 

It was a frustrating day for Nebraska, whichjumped to an 14-0 first-qyarter lead 
on a short drive set up by a Richard Bell punt return, and a 52-yard punt return 
touchdown by Dana Brinson. The Husker defense held FSU to just 82 yards on 
the ground, 28 by standout tailback Sammie Smith, but McManus threw for 375 
yards, his career high by an even 100 yards. He was named offensive player-or- 
the-game, while Husker tackle Neil Smith was named the top defensive player. 

Even after Florida State took the late lead, the Huskers almost rallied, but Steve 
Taylor's 58-yard pass to Morgan Gregory, which carried to the Seminole 2, was 
called back because of a penalty.

MIKE ROZIER JOHNNY RODGERS 


Nebraska two-time All-America running back Mike Rozier out-distanced Brigham 
Young quarterback Steve Young in the 1983 Heisman Trophy race, becoming the 
second Cornhusker to win the coveted honor. 

All-America wingback Johnny Rodgers won the 38th annual Heisman award 
in 1972, defeating Oklahoma’s Greg Pruitt and Husker teammate Rich Glover. 

The Heisman Trophy has been presented by the New York Downtown Athletic 
Club each year since 1935 when Jay Berwanger of the University of Chicago won 
the inaugural award to the outstanding college football player in the United States 
as selected by over 1,000 sportswriters and sportscasters across the nation, 

With Rozier winning the Heisman and Dean Steinkuhler sweeping the Lom- 
bardi and Outland lineman awards, Nebraska gains a unique distinction in college 
football. It is the only school to ever sweep all three major honors, and the Corn- 
huskers have done it twice—1972 with Rodgers and Rich Glover and in 1983 with 
Rozier and Steinkuhler. 

By the way, the 1-3 finish of Rodgers and Glover in the 1972 Heisman voting 
was the best teammate finish since Glenn Davis and Doc Blanchard of Army went 
2-3 in 1944, then 1-2 in 1945 and 1-4 in 1946.

Nebraska players have won more Outlands (five) and more Lombardis (three) 
than those of any other school. Huskers’ closest competition comes from Oklahoma, 
with four Outland and two Lombardi winners; and Notre Dame, Ohio State and 
Texas, with two Lombardi winners each. 

All-America offensive guard Dean Steinkuhler swept national honors in 1983, 
winning both the Outland Award and the Lombardi Trophy. 

In winning the Outland, presented annually by the Football Writers Association 
of America, Steinkuhler brought Nebraska the distinction of being the only school 
ever to win the prestigious award three consecutive years. And in winning the 
Lombardi he assured Nebraska the honor of being the first school ever to win back- 
to-back Lombardi Trophies, presented annually by the Rotary Club of Houston. 

Dave Rimington won the Outland in 1981 and 1982 and the Lombardi in 1982. 

Larry Jacobson was Nebraska's first Outland winner, gaining the honor with 
the 1971 national championship team. Rich Glover won it in 1972, and also won 
the Lombardi that year, giving Nebraska the first back-to-back Outland sweep, a 
fete that would be accomplished again a decade later by Rimington, then Rimington 
and Steinkuhler.

A victim of a backyard fire when he was five, Behm almost 
lost his leg, but fought back with the help of his father to be 
able to play some football! in his senior year at Lincoln High 

FORREST BEHM — Schoo. After playing freshman football at Nebraska, he started 
for three-straight years for the Huskers. He also earned high academic honors at 
NU and was cadet commandant of ROTC. Following the Rose Bowl, Behm entered 
the Army and served at West Point and in the Aleutians during World War II. 

Behm will be inducted into the Hall of Fame on Dec. 6 at the Waldorf Astoria 
Hotel in New York during the annual banquet of the National Football Foundation 
and Hall of Fame. He will join 11 other former Nebraska players and coaches in 
the Hall of Fame.

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NFL Drafts Seven Huskers 
SMITH IS NO, 2 PICK IN APRIL DRAFT 


Figuring a 6-foot-5, 260-pound defensive end who runs a 4.54-second 40 yards 
and has a 7-foot, 1'/2-inch arm span was too good to pass up, the Kansas City 
Chiefs worked a trade with the Detroit Lions to get the second pick in the first 
round of the 1988 NFL draft. The Chiefs wanted to make sure they would get 
Nebraska's Neil Smith, who became the second-straight Husker defensive lineman 
to go in the first round (nose guard Danny Noonan was the 12th pick overall in 
1987). 

Smith, who was listed at defensive tackle at NU, was the first of seven Nebraska 
players taken in the April 24-25 draft, the highest number of Huskers drafted in 
five years. The second Husker to go was NU’s other starting defensive tackle last 
year, Tim Rother, who went to the Los Angeles Raiders in the fourth round. 

Rother was followed by running back Keith Jones (sixth round, Los Angeles 
Rams); tight end Keith Neubert (eighth round, New York Jets); defensive back Brian 
Washington (10th round, Cleveland Browns); wide receiver Hendley Hawkins 
(11th round, Cleveland Browns); and linebacker Steve Forch (11th round, Chicago 
Bears). 

Despite Smith's high position in the draft, Neubert may have been the biggest 
story. He gave up football to concentrate on basketball after his sophomore year 
at Fort Atkinson, Wis., High School, and came to Nebraska on a basketball schol- 
arship in 1983-84 after winning prep All-American honors as a cager. He was on 
a basketball scholarship for four years, including a redshirt season in 1984-85, 
then decided to try football again in the spring of 1987. A year later, he was an 
eighth-round NFL draft choice.

CORNHUSKER LEGEND 


Prior to 1900, Nebraska football teams were known by such names as the Old 
Gold Knights, Antelopes and the Bugeaters, 


But in 1900, Lincoln sportswriter Charles $. (Cy) Sherman, who was to gain 
national renown as the sports editor of the Lincoln Star— 
he also helped originate the Associated Press ranking 
poll—tired of referring to the Nebraska teams in such an 
unglamorous term as Bugeaters. 


lowa had from time to time been called the Corn- 
huskers, and the name appealed to Gy. Iowa partisans 
seemed to prefer Hawkeyes, so Cy started referring to 
the Nebraska team as Cornhuskers and the 1900 team 
was first to bear that label. 


Of course, the name caught on and became a Ne- 
braska by-word. 


There is no official symbol of a Cornhusker and var- 
ious cartoonists have caricatured the mystical something 
that typifies Nebraska football—some winning fan ap- 
proval and others arousing fan ire. 


At the present time, the University of Nebraska Athletic Department uses two 
distinctly different cartoon characters as promotional symbols. One is a caricature 
of the famed Nebraska fan as drawn by Bill Goggins. It first appeared in the 
NEBRASKA FARMER, and that publication gave permission for the Athletic De- 
partment to use the red-attired fan as a symbol. 


The newest cartoon character, ‘'Herby Husker," 
evolved out of Nebraska's trip to the Cotton Bowl in 
1974. Artist Dirk West of Lubbock, Texas, designed a 
Cornhusker cartoon for the Cotton Bow! press head- 
quarters that caught the eye of Husker SID Don Bryant. 
Later, Bryant contacted West for permission to use the 
cartoon and West expressed a desire to refine his orig- 
inal cartoon and improve some of the character's fea- 
tures. As a result, West was commissioned to draw an 
original Cornhusker cartoon character who now serves 
as a mascot for all Husker men's teams. ‘‘Herby” is the 
registered logo of the Cornhusker Athletic Department, 
which controls its use. 


Artist West's concept of Nebraska football is ap- 
propriate—a burly, rugged and confident fellow who 
is proud of both the athletic and the agricultural tra- 
ditions of the University of Nebraska. 
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Nebraska’s NCAA Sellout Record 
Hits 155 Consecutive Games 


Nebraska's continuing NCAA record of consecutive home sell-outs will hit the 
161 mark with the Huskers’ six already-sold-out home games in 1988. Nebraska 
reached two Memoria! Stadium milestones last season—when the Huskers marked 
their 150th-consecutive sellout with a crowd of 76,313 for the Sept. 12 UCLA 
game, and when they played their 200th conference game in Memorial Stadium, 
Oct. 24 vs, Kansas State, 

The sring of consecutive sellouts started on Nov. 3, 1962, when 36,501 showed 
up for Homecoming contest vs. Missouri, The last non-sellout in Memorial Stadium 
was Oct. 20, 1962, when the Huskers and Kansas State drew 30,701. 

The Cornhuskers’ Memorial Stadium has a seating capacity of 73,650 and 
attendance has averaged over 75,000 for the past 15 years. Nebraska has ranked 
in the top six, nationally, in attendance for many years. 

As part of the continuing improvement of athletic facilities at the University 
of Nebraska, two major projects have been completed in 1984 and 1985, A new 
artificial turf—All-Pro Turf—was installed in 1984 and a new million-dollar train- 
ing table-study hall area was opened in March of 1985, underneath the West 
Stadium adjacent to the massive new strength complex. 

Here is the chronological order of Memorial Stadium expansion and improve- 
ment from the origina! 31,000-seat structure, which was built in 1923: 

1946—Completion of Schulte Field House al north end of stadium (construction 
began in 1941, but was interrupted by World War II). 

1964—South end zone section installed, making the stadium a horseshoe. rais- 
ing capacity to the 48,000 mark. 

1965—Center portion of north end-zone section added, raising capacity to more 
than 53,000. 

1966—Both wings of the north end-zone added, raising capacity to more than 
65,000 and making Memorial Stadium into a bow!1. 

1967—New press box, with guest section added, providing a beautiful and 
practical press facility. 

1970—Installation of AstroTurf, 

1972—South end zone extended. 9.400 seats added, raising capacity to 73,650, 

1973—Athletic office building completed, housing, dressing and training fa- 
cilities for varsity football. 

1977—Installation of new AstroTurf replacing the 1970 tarf, and a new svore- 
board over the north stadium, 

1980—Completed top deck of press box for additional photo and visiting radio- 
TV space. 

1981—New west stadium weight room and new visitor's locker room in Schulte 
Field House, 

1982—Expansion of Schulte Field House indoor practice area. 

1984—New artificial All-Pro Turf playing-surface installed. 

1985—Completion of dining area/study hall in West Stadium.

—Every time Nebraska plays footba!! at home, Memorial Stadium becomes 
the third largest population area in the State of Nebraska (behind Omaha and 
Lincoln.) 

—When the Huskers play at Memorial Stadium, six percent of the state’s 
population gathers to watch, 

—Nebraska’s Press Box cost more than $500,000 in 1967, but no tax funds 
were used, Husker Award members pledged additional funds (above schalar- 
ship contributions) to help provide the structure, which includes 316 theater 
seats in the enclosed Section 300 donor area. 

—The Nebraska Press Box fund was also aided by donors in Section 200, 
located underneath the structure in the West Balcony area of the old press box 

—There are three levels in the Nebraska Press Box: Level 1—Writers, radio, 
scoreboard, dining, statistics and public address, Level 2—Section 300, photo 
areas, Chancellor's Box, Snack Bar, Level 3—Teleyision, photo, radio booths, 
security.

IS NATION’S LONGEST 


When Alabama did not receive a bow! bid at the end of the 1984 season, 
Nebraska took over from the Crimson Tide as the schoo! with the longest current 
string of consecutive bowl appearances. 

Alabama had appeared in 25-straight bow! games dating back to the inaugural 
Liberty Bow] at Philadelphia in 1959, but the Tide slipped in 1984 and did not 
get a bow! bid, 

Nebraska, under first Bob Devaney, then Tom Osborne, has appeared in a bowl 
game in 19 consecutive seasons, starting with a 45-6 win over Georgia in the 1969 
Sun Bowl. 

Nebraska and Alabama share with Georgia Tech the record for consecutive 
bowl wins at six. The Yellowjackets accomplished the feat first, winning six- 
straight (Orange-Sugar-Sugar-Cotton-Sugar-Gator) following the 1951-56 seasons, 
then lost to Arkansas in the Gator Bow! following the 1959 season. 

Nebraska won six-straight from 1969-74 (Sun-Orange-Orange-Orange-Cotton- 
Sugar) before losing to Arizona State in the 1975 Fiesta Bowl. Alabama won six- 
straight from 1976-81 (Sugar-Liberty-Sugar-Sugar-Sugar-Cotton) before losing to 
Texas in the Jan. 1, 1982, Cotton Bowl.

When I-back Mike Rozier won the 1983 Heisman Trophy while guard Dean 
Steinkuhler was claiming the Outland/Lombardi Trophy double. the two added 
their jersey numbers—30 and 71, respectively—to a list of four that had been retired 


earlier. 


The Nebraska trophy case has thus added Nos. 30 and 71 to the No, 60 worn 
by Tom Novak, the No. 20 worn by Johnny Rodgers the No. 79 worn by Rich Glover, 
and the No. 50 worn by Dave Rimington. Novak's jersey was retired following the 
1949 season on a vote of the N Club after ‘Train Wreck” had been a four-time 
All-Big Seven choice as either a fullback or center and a 1949 All-American. 
Rodgers’ and Glover’s jerseys were retired following the 1972 season after Rodgers 
had won the Heisman and Glover had become the first of three Huskers to win 
both the Outland and Lombardi Trophies. Rimington’s jersey was retired after the 


All-America center had won two Outland Trophies and the 1982 Lombardi. 
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Millikan caught 13 passes for 287 yards and scored three touchdowns.
